FINDINGS, CONCLUSIONS AND DECREE 


This is an action brought by A. S. Roberts as plaintiff in behalf of him- 
self and all citizens and electors of the state of Montana against the de- 
fendants above named. The purpose of the action was to compel compliance, 
by the officials of the state of Montana, with the requirements of Section 
2 of Article 1 of the Constitution of the United States, the Fourteenth 
Amendment, and the provisions of Title 42 of the United States Code, Sec- 
tions 1983 and 1988, in respect to apportionment of the congressional dis- 
tricts of the state of Montana, as outlined in the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Wesberry et al v. Sanders, et al, 376 U.S. 1, 
Base ot O20, Li, (ds 20-481. 


It is alleged in the complaint that by provisions of Section 1 of Article 
VI, of the Constitution of the state of Montana, the Montana Legislative 
Assembly is charged with the duty of dividing the state of Montana into 
congressional districts; that congressional districts in the state of Montana 
were last established by the Montana Legislative Assembly by Chapter 44 
of the Laws of 1917 (now section 43-107 Revised Codes of Montana, 1947), 
which provides that all that portion of the state of Montana lying west of 
the east boundary of Flathead, Lewis and Clark, Broadwater, and Gallatin 
counties, shall constitute the First Congressional District, and the re- 
mainder of the state shall constitute the Second Congressional District; 
that no change has been made in said apportionment since 1917. 


It is further alleged that under the enumeration of population made 
by the United States Bureau of Census in 1960, the First Congressional 
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District has a population of 274,194, and the Second Congressional District 
has a population of 400,573, or a disparity of 126,379; that the Legislative 
Assembly of the state of Montana has met in regular session in the years 
1961, 1968, and 1965; and despite the substantial disparity in the popula- 
tions of the two districts no action has been taken by the Montana Legisla- 
tive Assembly subsequent to the census of 1960. 


The defendants appeared by an answer which in effect admitted all of 
the allegations of the complaint. A pretrial order was entered, with the ap- 
proval of counsel for all parties, wherein it was stipulated that all essen- 
tial facts have been disposed of by admission in the defendants’ answer, 
and that the only issue of law remaining to be litigated is the remedy to be 
ordered by the court. 


An order entered May 28, 1965, provided that motions for leave to 
appear as amicus curiae might be filed on or before June 16, 1965, but no 
motions were filed. 


The case came on for hearing upon the issues specified in the pretrail 
order on the 7th day of July, 1965, at which time the court heard from coun- 
sel for the respective parties, and the cause was submitted to the court for 
findings and determination. The court finds as follows: 


I 


Under Article VI, Section 1 of the Constitution of the state of Mon- 
tana, the Legislative Assembly is required to divide the state into congres- 
sional districts. Section 2 of Article VI provides that the Legislative As- 
sembly shall provide by law for an enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
state in the year 1895, and every tenth year thereafter; and at the session 
next following such enumeration, and also at the session next following an 
enumeration made by the authority of the United States, shall revise and 
adjust the apportionment for represntatives on the basis of such enumera- 
tion according to ratios to be fixed by law. 


II 


Chapter 44 of the Laws of 1917 (Section 43-107 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947), provides that all that portion of the state of Montana 
lying west of the east boundary of Flathead, Lewis and Clark, Broadwater, 
and Gallatin counties shall constitute the First Congressional District of the 
state of Montana, and all that portion of the state of Montana lying east 
of the east boundaries of said counties shall constitute the Second Congres- 
sional Disrict. No change has been made in said apportionment since 1917. 


Il 


Under the enumeration of population made by the United States 
Bureau of the Census in 1960, the First Congressional District of the state 
of Montana has a population of 274,194, and the Second Congressional Dis- 
trict has a population of 400,526, or a disparity of 126,332. 


IV 


The Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana has met in regular 
session in the years 1961, 1963, and 1965, and no action has been taken on 
congressional apportionment by any of said legislative sessions. In particu- 
lar, the 39th Legislative Assembly, which met in 1965, rejected: all pro- 
posed legislation introduced therein for the purpose of reapportioning the 
Montana congressional districts. 


V 
As the congressional districts are presently constituted, the population 
of the Second Congressional District is out of balance with the population of 
the First Congressional District, and the present apportionment discrimi- 
nates unduly against the voters in the Second Congressional District. 


VI 


An appropriate and valid apportionment of congressional districts in 
the state of Montana would result from the transfer of Glacier, Toole, 
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Liberty, Pondera, Teton, Meagher, and Park counties from the Second Con- 
gressional District to the First Congressional District. The population of 
these counties totals 52,825. Upon the transfer of said counties to the First 
Congressional District, the population of the First Congressional District 
would be 327,019, and the population of the Second Congressional District 
would be 347,701. Under this apportionment, all of that portion of the state 
of Montana lying west of the east boundary of Liberty, Pondera, Teton, 
Lewis and Clark, Meagher and Park counties would be in the First Congres- 
sional District, and all that portion of the state of Montana lying east of 
or eacat boundaries of said counties would be in the Second Congressional 
istrict. 


The court concludes: 


1. That the present apportionment between the First Congressional 
District and the Second Congressional District of the state of Montana is 
in violation of Article 1, p. 2 of the Constitution of the United States, the 
Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution, and the provisions of Title 42, 
United States Code, Sections 1983 and 1988. 


2. That this court is authorized and empowered to order into effect a 
reapportionment of the congressional districts of the state of Montana for 
the purposes of the 1966 primary and general elections by transferring from 
the First Congressional District to the Second Congressional District the 
counties set forth in Finding VI. While we find no decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States expressly authorizing a three-judge court to 
enter an order directing congressional reapportionment, we conclude that 
the language of the Court in Reynolds v. Sims, 377 U.S. 5383, 84 S. Ct. 13862, 
12 L.Ed. 2d 506, relating to legislative reapportionment, is sufficiently 
broad to justify the exercise of this power with respect to congressional re- 
apportionment under the conditions here found and hereinabove stated. 


3. That the said reapportionment shall continue to be in force there- 
after for all elections of members from Montana to the House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States Congress until such time as the Montana Legis- 
lative Assembly shall have provided a different valid reapportionment. 


DECREE 


By reason of the foregoing findings and conclusions, it is ORDERED, 
ADJUDGED AND DECREED as follows: 


That the present apportionment between the First Congressional Dis- 
trict and the Second Congressional District of the state of Montana, as set 
forth in Section 48-107, Revised Codes of Montana 1947, is in violation of 
Article I, p. 2 of the Constitution of the United States, the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution, and the provisions of Title 42, United States 
Code, Sections 1983 and 1988; and the defendants are perpetually enjoined 
from in any manner enforcing or recognizing the same and from conform- 
ing thereto, and no members of the House of Representatives from the 
state of Montana shall hereafter be elected pursuant thereto. 


That the defendants are enjoined from proclaiming, certifying or con- 
ducting any election of members of the House of Representatives from the 
state of Montana in any manner other than as set forth in the foregoing 
findings and conclusions, and this decree. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that all 
members of the House of Representatives from the state of Montana to 
serve following the primary and general elections of the year 1966 shall be 
elected from congressional districts constituted as follows: All that portion 
of the state of Montana’ lying west of the east boundary of Liberty, Pon- 
dera, Teton, Lewis and Clark, Meagher and Park counties, to-wit: the 
counties of Beaverhead, Broadwater, Deer Lodge, Flathead, Gallatin, Gran- 
ite, Jefferson, Lake, Lewis and Clark, Lincoln, Madison, Mineral, Missoula, 
Powell, Ravalli, Sanders, Silver Bow, Glacier, Liberty, Meagher, Park, Pon- 
dera, Teton and Toole shall constitute the First Congressional District; and 
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that all that portion of the state of Montana lying east of the east bound- 
ary of Liberty, Pondera, Teton, Lewis and Clark, Meagher and Park coun- 
ties, to-wit: the counties of Big Horn, Blaine, Carbon, Carter, Cascade, 
Chouteau, Custer, Daniels, Dawson, Fallon, Fergus, Garfield, Golden Valley, 
Hill, Judith Basin, McCone, Musselshell, Petroleum, Phillips, Powder River, 
Prairie, Richland, Rosebud, Roosevelt, Sheridan, Stillwater, Sweet Grass, 
Treasure, Valley, Wheatland, Wibaux and Yellowstone shall constitute the 
Second Congressional District. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that the 
foregoing reapportionment is ordered into effect for the purposes herein- 
above stated. The defendants, and all those acting by and under their au- 
thority and pursuant to the proclaiming and directions by them made, are 
hereby ordered and directed to accept filings and conduct elections in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this decree, and they are hereby enjoined 
and restrained from accepting filings or conducting elections in any manner 
inconsistent with the provisions of this decree.

FINDINGS, CONCLUSIONS AND DECREE 


This is an action brought by Phoebe R. Herweg as plaintiff in behalf 
of herself and all citizens and electors of the state of Montana against the 
defendants above named. The purpose of the action was to compel compli- 
ance, by the officials of the state of Montana, with the requirements of the 
Equal Protection Clause of the Federal Constitution in respect to appor- 
tionment of the seats in the two Houses of the Montana Legislature as out- 
lined in the decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States in Reynolds 
v. Sims, 377 U.S. 533, Lucas v. Colorado Gen. Assembly, 377 U.S. 713, and 
other similar decisions. 


It is alleged in the complaint that by virtue of certain provisions of the 
Montana Constitution members of the State Senate are elected upon a 
purely geographical basis without regard to population of the various sena- 
torial election districts, since said constitutional provisions and certain pro- 
visions of the state statutes provide that each county within the state is en- 
titled to elect one senator and only one senator, wihout regard to the wide 
differences in population of such counties. 


It is also alleged that members of the House of Representatives of the 
State Legislature are elected upon a combined geographical and population 
basis and that as apportionment of said representatives is provided in the 
Constitution and statutes of the State, each county is entitled to at least one 
member of the House of Representatives. In consequence of the limited 
numbers of members permitted to be elected in the more populous counties 
the House of Representatives has been apportioned in a manner violative of 
the requirements of the Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States as expounded in the decisions of the Supreme Court above re- 
ferred to. It is asserted that in consequence of the constitutional and legis- 
lative provisions of the State of Montana, aforesaid, the apportionment sys- 
tem for both Houses of its Legislative Assembly accomplished an indivious 
discrimination against the more populous counties and sections of the State. 


The defendants appeared by an answer which in effect admitted all the 
allegations of the complaint and upon a pretrial hearing herein, it was stip- 
ulated that all essential facts herein have been disposed of by admission in 
defendants’ answer or by being’ judicially noticed, and that the only issues 
of law remaining to be litigated upon the trial were the validity of the 
Montana constitutional and statutory provisions alleged in the complaint 
to be in conflict with the Fourteenth Amendment of the Constittuion of he 
United States and the remedy to be ordered by the Court. 


The pretrail order (dated May 24, 1965) further ordered the amend- 
ment of the complaint to disclose that the 39th Legislative Assembly of the 
state of Montana had full opportunity during its biennial session in the 
months of January, February and March, 1965, to enact a valid plan of 
reapportionment but that said session had been adjourned sine die, and at 
said session said Legislative Assembly had failed, neglected and refused to 
enact into law any plan of reapportionment. 


By said pretrial order the complaint was further ordered amended to 
include a prayer that in view of the failure of said Legislative Assembly 
to perform its duty to reapportion itself, this court order into effect 
a temporary and provisional plan of apportionment of both Houses of the 
Legislative Assembly for use and application for the 1966 elections, and 
also a prayer for a judgment declaring vacant all state legislative offices 
including those of hold-over senators (but not including the Lieutenant 
Governor). 


Pursuant to the pretrial order briefs of sundry persons, as friends of 
the court, were presented to and received by the court and the court was 
furnished copies of sundryproposed bills introduced in the two Houses of 
the 39th Legislative Assembly purporting to provide for a reapportionment 
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of said Legislature, but none of which were enacted into law during the 
1965 Legislative Assembly in March, 1965. The court also received memo- 
randa disclosing votes and action taken in the two Houses of the Legisla- 
ture upon said bills and also copies of the debate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives in respect thereto. 


The said cause came on for hearing upon the issues specified in the 
pretrial order on the 7th day of July, 1965, at which time the court heard 
from counsel for the respective parties and the cause was submitted to the 
court for findings and determination. The court finds as follows: 


I 


As presently constituted the membership of the Thirty Ninth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana is, in the light of the population 
of the various counties of the state as disclosed by the 1960 census, and by 
virtue of the Constitutional and legislative provisions hereafter named, 
apportioned among the counties of the state in such manner as to bring 
about an invidious and unconstitutional discrimination against the majori- 
ty of the voters of the state and against those sub-divisions of the state 
containing the greater portion of the population of the state. Such discrimi- 
nation prevails both in respect to the Senate and in respect to the House of 
Representatives. 


Article VI of the State Constitution provides in Section 5 that each of 
the then sixteen counties of the state, existing at the time of the adoption 
of said Consitution, should be entitled to one senator, and provides in Sec- 
tion 4 that each new county created shall be entitled to one senator, but in 
no case shall a senatorial district consisit of more than one county. Such 
Constitution, Article V, Section 4, provides that there shall be no more 
than one senator from each county. As there are presently fifty-six coun- 
ties in the state, each of which elects one senator, but no more than one, and 
since the population of such counties, as disclosed by the 1960 census, 
ranges all the way from 894 (Petroleum County) to 79,016 (Yellowstone 
County) it is apparent that members of such Senate are apportioned and 
elected upon a purely geographical basis, without regard to population, and 
thus has been accomplished the invidious discrimination aforesaid. 


By virtue of the provisions of Sections 43-103, 48-104 and 48-105 of the 
Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, members of the House of Representatives 
of the Montana Legislative Assembly are elected upon combined geographi- 
cal and population basis. Under such sections, each county of the state is 
entitled to at least one representative, regardless of population. While some 
counties having larger population are permitted to elect more than one 
representative, the net effect of the apportionment made by the statutory 
sections last mentioned is to accomplish an invidious discrimination against 
the more populous counties and their electors. Thus Petroleum County, 
population 894, Garfield County, population 1981, Golden Valley County, 
population 1208, and Treasure County, population 1345, each have one 
representative, while Yellowstone County, population 79,016, and Cascade 
County, population 73,418, each have but nine representatives, and Missoula 
County, population 44,663, and Silver Bow County, population 46,454, each 
have but five representatives. In consequence the electors in the forty-six 
least populated counties of the state, having a population of 289,780 per- 
sons out of a total state population of 674,720, that is to say approximately 
40 per cent of the total, are able to elect a majority of the members of the 
House of Representatives of the state. 


II 


This action was filed on January 7, 1965. Thereafter, following a 
motion by the defendants to dismiss or to stay the action, this court, on the 
13th day of January, 1965, and while the defendant Legislative Assembly 
was in session, made its order to the effect that it would not take any steps 
toward hearing this cause until such time as the State Legislature should 
have had an opportunity to take appropriate action designed to put into 
effect a state legislative apportionment scheme which would measure up 
to the requirements of the Equal Protection Clause of the Fourteenth 
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Amendment to the Constitution of the United States as expounded in the 
Supreme Court decisions previously mentioned. 


In that order this court noted that while the presently existing mode 
of apportioning the members of such legislature was manifestly void and 
unconstitutional, yet the task of providing a plan for legislative reappor- 
tionment was one appropriately for a legislative body, and we noted that 
the Legislature, by reason of the invalidity of the state constitutional pro- 
visions above mentioned, had the inherent power to enact such reapporition- 
ment. Notice was given that if the Legislature then in session neglected 
to perform the essential task of reapportionment, this Court could itself 
order a temporary system of apportionment to be imposed upon the state 
and to be continued until the Legislature itself enacts a valid reapportion- 
ment plan. 


Notwithstanding the fact that it should have been obvious to all mem- 
bers of the Legislative Assembly then sitting in its 1965 session that the 
decisions of the Supreme Court made reapportionment mandatory, and not- 
withstanding the warnings contained in the order of this court dated Janu- 
ary 13, 1965, the said Legislative Assembly wholly failed to perform its 
duty in this respect although a substantial number of bills designed to 
accomplish reapportionment were introduced and proposed in each House. 
The debates in the House of Representatives which were furnished to this 
court, as aforesaid, further disclosed a failure of understanding on the part 
of the members of said House of Representatives of the rules and principles 
required to be enacted into law to satisfy the requirements of the Four- 
teenth Amendment. 


It is the duty of the court to carry out the suggestion made in its 
order and to order into effect a reapportionment of both Houses of the 
Montana Legislature for the purposes of the 1966 primary and general 
elections, and for such further elections that may follow until such time 
as the Legislature itself may adopt a different and valid plan for reap- 
portionment. 


III 


An appropriate and validly apportioned Legislative Assembly elected 
in the year 1966 would consist of 55 senators elected from 31 senatorial 
districts and 104 representatives elected from 388 representative districts. 
The senatorial and representative districts hereinafter set forth and de- 
scribed will meet as near as may be the requirements of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States as interpreted in the 
decisions aforesaid, and the same should be established and put into effect 
as a temporary and provisional reapportionment of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the state of Montana. 


This finding is based upon the United States census figures for the 
year 1960 which disclosed the total state population in that year of 674,720. 
The said census further discloses the population in each county in the state. 
This court takes judicial notice of the fact, and so finds, that no substan- 
tial change in population either in the state as a whole, or in the various 
counties thereof, has occurred between 1960 and the date of these findings. 


An ideal apportionment, for a Senate of 55 senators, would provide 
one senator for each 12,268 persons, and an ideal apportionment for a 
House of Representatives of 104 members would provide for one represen- 
tative for each 6,489 persons. 


Appropriate reapportionment of the members of the Senate would 
provide for the establishment of the following senatorial districts each 
electing the number of senators indicated opposite the district numbers 
and compased of the county or counties also listed. The following tabulation 
indicates the population per senator accomplished by the said apportion- 
ment in each senatorial district. The tabluation aforesaid is as follows:

The court concludes: 


1. That the aforesaid Senate constitutional and legislative provisions 
are each and all of them void and of no effect in consequence of their 
provision for a legislative system of apportionment which is in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment to the Constitution of the United States as 
nn and interpreted in the decisions of the Supreme Court above 
referred to. 


2. That all present members of both Houses of the Thirty Ninth 
Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana were elected under and 
pursuant to void and unconstitutional provisions of the Constitution and 
laws of the state of Montana, and that none of said members, regardless 
of the term for which they purported to be elected, may hold office or be 
ARCA ge as a member of said Legislature after the 3lst day of Decem- 

er, 1966. 


38. That the court is authorized and empowered to order into effect a 
reapportionment of both Houses of the Montana Legislature for the pur- 
poses of the 1966 primary and general elections by establishing the number 
of senatorial and representative districts to be represented by the number 
of senators and representatives set forth in the aforesaid tabulations and 
to be composed of the county or counties thereunder stated; and that said 
reapportionment, aforesaid, shall continue to be in force thereafter for 
all elections of members in said Legislature until such time as a properly 
elected Legislative Assembly, elected pursuant to the reapportionment 
herein decreed, shall have provided a different valid reapportionment. 


4, That while, as aforesaid, all of Section 4 of Article VI is void and 
invalid, including the provision that “in no case shall a senatorial district 
consist of more than one county,” (recognition and enforcement of this 
quoted language in a reapportionment plan would require a state senate of 
approximately 754 members, a manifest absurdity), yet we find and con- 
clude that the provision of Section 3 of said Article VI that “no county 
shall be divided in the formation of representative districts” is valid and 
unaffected by any requirements of the said Fourteenth Amendment and 
should be and has been respected by this court in its plan for reapportion- 
ment. 


5. That for the purpose of carrying out effectively the provisions of 
the State Constitution that senators shall be elected for the term of four 
years, and that they shall be divided into two classes, with terms concluding 
in alternate biennials, the court directs that after all 55 senators shall 
have been elected in the year 1966 pursuant to the reapportionment plan 
herein provided for, the senators elected in each district entitled to and 
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having more than one senator shall pursuant to the regulations to be pro- 
mulgated by the Secretary of State, draw lots for the purpose of deter- 
mining which of said elected senators of said district shall serve for four 
years and which shall serve for two years to the end that in each said 
district one-half of the senators, as near as may be, shall serve for four 
years and one-half for two years; provided, however, that in Flathead 
County the three senators there elected shall draw lots to determine which 
of the three shall be placed in a list of senators from counties entitled to 
but one senator and to be subject to the drawing hereafter mentioned. The 
remaining two senators from Flathead County shall themselves draw lots 
to determine which of the two shall serve for four years and which for 
two years. The names of all other elected senators, including the one from 
Flathead County, aforesaid, shall be placed in a receptacle from which the 
Secretary of State shall draw by lot eleven (11) names and the senators 
whose names are thus drawn shall serve for four years, and the remainder, 
not drawn, shall serve for two years. 


DECREE 


By reason of the foregoing findings and conclusions it is ORDERED, 
ADJUDGED AND DECREED as follows: 


That Sections 4 and 5 of Article VI of the Montana Constitution, and 
that portion of Article V of such Constitution which provides that “There 
shall be no more than one senator from each county,” and Sections 43-101, 
43-102, 43-1038, 43-104, and 43-105, of the Revised Codes of Montana of 
1947, are each and all of them void and unconstitutional and in violation 
of the Equal Protection Clause of the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and the defendants herein are perpetually 
enjoined from in any manner enforcing or recognizing the same and from 
conforming thereto, and no Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana 
shall hereafter be elected or constituted as provided in such Sections. 


That the defendants are enjoined from proclaiming, certifying or con- 
ducting any election of members of the Legislative Assembly in any 
manner other than as set forth in the findings and conclusions herein; 
and in particular, all election proclamations by the Governor as provided 
in pp. 28-103 and 23-104 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947 shall, 
in respect to offices of senator and representatives in the State Legisla- 
tive Assembly, state and specify the offices and senatorial and repre- 
sentative districts hereinbefore set forth and described as offices to be 
filled, and the defendants are enjoined from making any proclamation 
inconsistent with this direction. 


Petitions for nomination to offices and positions hereinbefore referred 
to, regardless of whether the office sought is to be voted for in one county 
or in more than one county, shall be filed with the Secretary of State in 
the manner provided in p. 28-910 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947. 
Abstracts of votes given in each county for any candidate for senator or 
representative shall be transmitted to the Secretary of State in the manner 
provided in p. 23-922 of the Revised Codes of Montana of 1947, whether 
the senatorial or representative district be composed of one county or of 
more than one county, and certificates of nomination of said candidates 
shall be issued in the manner in that section provided. 


Abstracts showing the votes cast for any of such offices upon the 
general election shall be transmitted to the Secretary of State in the 
manner described in pp. 23-1812 and 23-1813 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana 1947, and the returns of said electors shall be canvassed, and 
commissions issued, in the manner provided in pp. 28-1814 and 23-1816 of 
said Revised Codes. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that 
all members of the Senate and of the House of Representatives of the 
Montana Legislative Assembly to serve following the primary and general 
elections in the year 1966, shall be elected in the numbers and from the 
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senatorial and representative districts set forth in the foregoing findings 
and conclusions and in this decree. It is further decreed that the terms of 
senators shall be established as herein provided, and not otherwise. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that 
the foregoing reapportionment of both Houses of the Montana Legislature, 
together with the directions and requirements relating thereto, is ordered 
into effect for the purposes hereinbefore stated. The defendants herein, 
and all those acting by and under their authority and pursuant to the pro- 
clamations and directions by them made, are hereby ordered and directed 
to accept filings and conduct elections in accordance with the provisions 
of this decree, and they are hereby enjoined and restrained from accepting 
filings or conducting elections in any manner inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this decree. 


IT IS FURTHER ORDERED, ADJUDGED AND DECREED that 
this court does and shall retain jurisdiction of this cause until after said 
Legislative Assembly to be elected as aforesaid, in 1966, shall have taken 
office and shall have concluded its first biennial session, for the purpose of 
adjudging and passing upon the validity of any plan of reapportionment 
enacted by such Fortieth Legislative Assembly and to compel compliance 
with the said Equal Protection Clause. Should said Legislative Assembly 
fail to make any such enactment, the court will then decide and determine 
whether protection of the public interest shall require any further retention 
of jurisdiction in this cause.

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana urging the Bureau 
of Reclamation to make every effort to begin early construction on the 
Jefferson-Whitehall Project and requesting that the Montana Congressional 
Delegation support this project. 


WHEREAS, water is one of the most precious resources of Montana; 
and 


WHEREAS, the needs of other states together with the desires of 
downstream water transportation interests are exerting pressures on the 
United States Congress for our water; and 


WHEREAS, our own economic needs demand that we use this water 
for fish and wildlife, recreation, industrial, urban and aericulaue domestic 
benefits; and 
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WHEREAS, if we do not put our water to beneficial use in Montana 
we will lose it to downstream states; and 


WHEREAS, development of the Missouri River Basin Project includ- 
ing the Jefferson and Whitehall units was approved and construction was 
authorized by the Flood Control Act of 1944 (58 Stat. 887) as supplemented 
and extended by the Flood Control Act of 1946 (60 Stat. 641) and later 
acts; and 


WHEREAS, Canyon Ferry Dam as a necessary part of the Missiouri 
River Basin Project was constructed; and 


WHEREAS, the Counties of Madison, Jefferson, Broadwater and Lewis 
and Clark were secure in the belief, by virtue of the laws in effect at that 
time and by the personal assurances of Montana’s United States senators 
and representatives, that construction of Canyon Ferry Dam would make 
possible great recreation, fish and wildlife, industrial and agricultural 
development upstream; and 


WHEREAS, the Jefferson-Whitehall irrigation units are a part of 
such development and partially fulfills the intent of the Missouri River 
Basin Project as expressed by the Congress of the United States; and 


WHEREAS, the Jefferson-Whitehall irrigation unit will provide irri- 
gation to 64,200 acres of land in the counties of Jefferson, Broadwater, 
and Lewis and Clark; and 


WHEREAS, the cost of the project showing a feasability ratio of 
1.5 to 1 has resulted in a high percentage support of the project by affected 
farmers and ranchers; and 


WHEREAS, annual benefits of over four million dollars will enhance 
the economic welfare of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, over 400 additional families will be established to operate 
new farms and businesses providing over 400 homes and job opportunities 
for the children of our Montana citizens — 400 Montana sons and daughters 
who will not need to leave their native state to seek employment; and 


WHEREAS, the four million dollars of new wealth created annually 
will broaden the tax base providing increased local property taxes of 
$145,000, state income taxes of $100,500, and federal income taxes of

A resolution of the Senate of the state of Montana condemning the 
excesses which have transpired the past few years on American college 
campuses and encouraging the president, administration, faculty, and 
students governments of each of the units of the Montana university 
to prevent such occurances. 
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WHEREAS, the state of Montana has endeavored to provide out- 
standing institutions of higher education for its youth; and 


WHEREAS, the parents of this state have long held its colleges and 
universities in a position of highest trust regarding the shaping and 
directing of their sons and daughters; and 


WHEREAS, education is, among other things, a process of learning 
self-discipline and the need for restraints; and 


WHEREAS, a college or university is destroyed when mutual respect 
el not exist between the administration and faculty and the students; 
an 


WHEREAS, a college or university’s tradition of excellence, acquired 
through years of hard work, can be shattered in a day by one undue 
incident; and 


WHEREAS, in the past few years, college campuses across the nation 
have been rent by strikes, protests of every type, by acts of defiance 
to duly constituted authority, and other means of showing disrespect for 
authority; and 


WHEREAS, these outbreaks of lawlessness have been accompanied 
by advocacy of ideas contrary to the fundamental principles of the United 
States specifically expressed by the riots and threats of violence to uni- 
formed recruiters of the United States, at a time when American soldiers 
and sailors are dying in Vietnam and the presentation of ideas utterly and 
totally repugnant to people of normal character and morals; and 


WHEREAS, many of these disruptions are fermented, plotted, and 
directed by persons of strange and extreme viewpoints who, as often as 
not, are not bonafide students. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA: That the Senate of Montana hereby 
strongly condemns these disruptions of college life; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the president, administration, 
faculty, and student government of each of the units of the Montana uni- 
versity system are herewith charged to do their duty to prevent such 
occurances on their respective campuses; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, if such occurances do occur, the 
properly constituted authorities of each of the units of the Montana 
university system do not hesitate to deal swiftly and firmly to bring 
them to an end and not be reluctant to apply probation, suspension, or 
expulsion to the students involved; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that if “non-students” are the source 
of the trouble, the administration use the full power of law against them; 
and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the secretary of the senate is 
instructed to send copies of this resolution to the president of each of the 
units of the Montana university system with directions to circulate the 
resolution among the administration, faculty and students.

“Where there have been proceedings before the commission, the 
trial shall be had before the district court upon the record of the evidence 
presented to the commission of which a complete record must be kept of 
the hearings of the commission as shown by said transcript and the 
exhibits, if any, presented to the commission, and certified by the executive 
secretary of the said commission, and upon which its decision was rendered 
and there shall not be any additional evidence introduced, except as here- 
inafter provided, nor shall the proceedings be in the nature of a trial 
de novo. The court shall not substitute its discretion for that of the 
commission but shall have the authority and the duty to review all the 
evidence which was before the commission and determine therefrom 
whether or not the parties carried their respective burdens of proof by a 
preponderance of the competent evidence and further determine in view 
of all the competent evidence before the commission whether it acted 
capriciously, arbitrarily or abused its discretion and whether it acted 
according to law. Appeals from judgments of the district court may be 
taken to the supreme court in the same manner as appeals are taken 
in civil actions. The district court may in its discretion permit the intro- 
duction of evidence to enlarge upon or clarify the same subject matter 
considered by the commission, if such is required to enable it to determine 
whether the commission acted capriciously, arbitrarily or abused its dis- 
cretion and whether it acted according to law.”

WHEREAS, in the course of the second phase of the capital con- 
struction, a contract was entered into July 27, 1966, with the International 
Roll Call Corporation of Richmond, Virginia, for the purchase of an 
electric voting machine to be installed in the senate chambers; and 


WHEREAS, before entering of such contract, the purchasing agent 
of the state of Montana, directed a letter to the State Board of Examiners 
advising against the purchase of such voting machine; and 


WHEREAS, the cost of the purchase of said machine is out of all 
proportion to the benefits, if any, to be derived of its use inasmuch as 
the total purchase price of the machine when finally paid for by the state 
of Montana will amount to one hundred thirty-two thousand five hundred 
dollars ($132,500) plus cost of the maintenance, which cost we believe 
will not be negligible; and 


WHEREAS, pursuant to said contract, the voting machine may be 
disposed of with the loss of only the cost of installation which approxi- 
mates only twenty thousand dollars ($20,000); and 


WHEREAS, the twelfth day of the legislative session has been reached 
without the voting machine being operable which indicates the ease with 
which we may dispense with its use. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the senate does particularly recommend to the board of examiners 
that such board examine the advisability and feasibility of terminating the 
contract dated July 27, 1966 and the removal from the senate chamber of 
the voting machine.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 
The following committees submitted the following reports: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on State Administration, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 19, respectfully report as follows: 
That Senate Bill No. 19 be amended as follows: 


Amend the original bill by striking out all the material following the 
enacting clause, and substituting therefor the following: 


“Section 1. This act shall be known and may be cited as the “Montana 
Planning and Economic Development Act of 1967.” 


Section 2. Declaration of necessity and public policy. It is hereby 
declared to be a necessity and the public policy of the state of Montana to 
promote, stimulate and encourage the planning and development of the 
economy of the state in order to provide for the social and economic pros- 
perity of its citizens. Such promotion and development of industry, com- 
merce, agriculture, labor and natural resources of the state requires that 
cognizance be taken of the continuing migration of people to the urban 
areas in search of job opportunities, and the fact that Montana is making 
a needed transition to a diversified economy. Community planning, greater 
diversification and attraction of additional industry, accelerated develop- 
ment of natural resources, expansion of existing industry, creation of new 
uses for agricultural products, greater emphasis on scientific research, de- 
velopment of new markets for the products of the state and the attainment 
of a proper balance in the over all economic base are all necessary in order 
to create additional employment opportunities, increase personal income 
and promote the general welfare of the people of this state. The planning 
and economic development commission and department hereinafter created 
shall be regarded as performing a governmental function in carrying out 
the provisions of this act. 


Section 3. Planning and economic development commission. There is 
hereby created a department of state government to be known as the 
“department of planning and economic development”, of which the govern- 
ing board shall be a commission designated as the “planning and develop- 
ment commission”. The commission shall consist of seven (7) members, 
and the governor shall be an ex-officio member thereof. The governor shall 
appoint a chairman of the commission as provided hereafter. The other 
five (5) members of the commission shall be appointed by the governor, 
shall represent various community and economic interests, and shall be 
residents and qualified electors of the state. On or before the effective 
date of this act, the governor shall appoint one (1) member whose term 
of office shall expire on May 1, 1968, one (1) member whose term of 
office shall expire on May 1, 1969, one (1) member whose term of office 
shall expire on May 1, 1970, one (1) member whose term of office shall 
expire on May 1, 1971, and one (1) member whose term of office shall ex- 
pire on May 1, 1972. Except appointments to fill unexpired terms, each 
appointment thereafter shall be for a period of five (5) years. Members 
of the commission may be removed by the governor, and any vacancy caused 
by death, removal, disqualification or resignation shall be filled by appoint- 
ment as hereinabove provided. 


The commission shall select from its membership a vice-chairman, a 
secretary, and such other officers as it may determine to be necessary. The 
commission shall adopt such rules and regulations for the discharge of its 
duties as it may from time to time deem necessary, and each member except 
the governor and the chairman of the commission shall receive the sum of 
fifteen dollars ($15.00) per day for each day actually engaged in the per- 
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formance of the duties of office, and shall be reimbursed for actual and 
necessary expenses incurred in the performance of the duties of office. The 
commission is empowered to exercise general supervision of the department, 
shall establish policy, and shall approve programs undertaken. 


Section 4. The executive head of the department is the chairman 
of the commission, who shall be appointed by the governor, with the con- 
sent of the senate, and shall hold office at the pleasure of the governor. 
The chairman of the commission shall receive such compensation as is fixed 
by the legislature. 


Section 5. The department shall serve as the agency of state govern- 
ment in developing the full potential of the state’s human and natural 
resources. To this end the department shall perform the following functions: 


(A) State Planning 


(1) Develop and adopt a comprehensive plan for the physical develop- 
ment of the state of Montana. 


(2) Make such economic and social studies as may be needed to accom- 
plish the purposes of this act. 


(3) Coordinate and assist regional development groups in the com- 
prehensive development of the resources of the region to the betterment 
of Montana. 


(4) Assemble and correlate information for the purpose of making 
long-range plans for economic and resource development of the state and 
its subdivisions relating to all of the factors which influence the develop- 
ment of new and existing economic enterprises, including taxes and the 
regulation of industry. 


(5) Provide advice and assistance to Montana business and labor in 
the field of economic development and bring to the attention of the gover- 
nor those significant problems adversely affecting economic development 
which may be relieved by state action. 


(6) Locate and maintain information on prime sites for industrial, 
agricultural, mineral, forestry, commercial, and residential development and 
on sites of historical importance, and make recommendations for protect- 
ing and preserving such sites. 


(7) Apply for, accept and administer grants from the federal govern- 
ment or other public or private sources to accomplish the objectives of this 
act, and enter into contracts, including agreements with adjoining states, 
with respect to planning involving adjoining states. 


(8) Serve as the consultative, coordinating, and advisory agency for 
state departments, officials, and agencies in state planning and for en- 
couraging and aiding local planning bodies, either directly or by securing 
planning assistance, consulting services and technical aid, which may in- 
clude land use, demographic and economic studies and surveys, and com- 
prehensive plans. 


(B) Community Development. 


(1) Cooperate with and provide technical assistance to county, muni- 
cipal, state and regional planning commissions, zoning commissions, parks 
or recreation boards, community development groups, community action 
agencies, and similar agencies created for the purpose of aiding and en- 
couraging orderly productive and coordinated development of the communi- 
ties of the state. 


_ (2) Assist the governor in coordinating the activities of state agencies 
which have an impact on solution of community development problams and 
implementation of community plans. 


(8) Serve as a clearing house for information, data, and other mater- 
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ials which may be helpful or necessary to local governments to discharge 
their responsibilities and provide information on available federal, state 
financial and technical assistance. 


(4) Carry out continuing studies and analyses of the problems faced 
by communities within the state and develop such recommendations for 
administrative or legislative action as appear necessary. In carrying out 
such studies or analyses, the department shall pay particular attention to 
the problems of metropolitan, surburban, and other areas in which eco- 
nomic and population factors are rapidly changing. 


(C) Recreational Development. 


(1) Exercise state responsibility for that part of recreational plan- 
ning and development which is directly related to private investment in 
recreational facilities. 


(2) Assemble and correlate information which may influence the de- 
velopment of recreational enterprises and disseminates the same to per- 
sons, firms or corporations with bona fide interest in constructing or main- 
taining recreational facilities open to the public. 


(D) Economic Development. 


(1) Provide coordinating services to aid state and local groups in the 
promotion of new economic enterprises and conduct publicity and promo- 
tional activities in connection therewith. 


(2) Collect and disseminate information regarding the advantages of 
developing agricultural, recreational, commercial and industrial enter- 
prises within this state. 


(3) Serve as the state’s official liaison between persons interested in 
locating new economic enterprises in Montana and state and local groups 
seeking new enterprises. 


(4) Aid communities interested in obtaining new business or expand- 
ing existing business. 


(5) Study and promote means of expanding markets for Montana 
products. 


(6) Encourage and coordinate public and private agencies or bodies 
in publicizing the facilities and attractions of the state. 


Section 6. The department may contract for consulting services for 
the purpose of undertaking and conducting planning and study projects. 
It may make agreements with other state agencies in order to effectuate its 
own research programs. It may initiate research, but when possible shall 
make full use of and strengthen the research resources of other state agen- 
cies, including the university system. Other state agencies are directed to 
provide the department with such information as will assist it in carrying 
out the purposes of this act. 


The department shall assist and cooperate with other state agencies and 
officials, with official organizations of elected officials in the state, with 
local governments and officials, and with federal agencies and officials, 
in carrying out the functions and duties of the department. 


It may consult with private groups and individuals, and if the depart- 
ment deems it desirable, hold public hearings to obtain information for the 
purposes of carrying out this act. 


Section 7. Each division or section of the department may be under 
the management of an administrator, responsible to the chairman of the 
commission, and such administrators and all subordinate personnel of the 
department shall be appointed by the chairman of the commission, with the 
consent of the commission. 
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Section 8. The commission shall prepare an annual report of its acti- 
vities for the governor and the legislature and may issue and disseminate 
special reports concerning any phase of its work. 


Section 9. The state planning board is abolished. All records, property 
and moneys of the state planning board are transferred to the planning and 
economic development commission. 


Section 10. Sections 89-301, 89-302, 89-3038, 89-304, 89-305, 89-306, 
89-307, 89-308, and 89-309, R.C.M. 1947 are repealed.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION OF STATE HIGHWAY 
OFFICIALS TO GIVE FAVORABLE CONSIDERATION TO THE MON- 
TANA HIGHWAY COMMISSION’S REQUEST TO EXTEND U. S. 
HIGHWAY 212. 


WHEREAS, U. S. Highway 212 presently originates in the .twin 
cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul, and has its western terminal Silver 
Gate at the northern entrance of Yellowstone Park; and 


WHEREAS, Highway 212 is envisioned as a scenic highway from the 
twin cities to the west coast, serving a purpose of siphoning the slow 
moving vacation trailer and camper type traffic from the busy, already 
overcrowded, transcontinental highways taking them where they really 
want to go—through the west’s most beautiful and bountiful recreational 
areas; and 


WHEREAS, it is desirable that U. S. Highway 212 should be extended 
westward from Silver Gate over adequately improved highways in the 
general direction of the present route, without duplication of U. S. routes 
presently established; and 


WHEREAS, such an extension would be in the public interest and in 
keeping with the policies of the executive committee of the American 
Association of State Highway Officials; and 


WHEREAS, the Montana highway commission has requested the 
American Association of State Highway Officials to grant an extension 
from West Yellowstone down the Madison River over Highway 287 to 
Ennis, thence westerly to Virginia City and Twin Bridges, thence on 
Highway 41 to join Interstate 15 (U. S. 91) at Dillon, Montana.

Association, (5) the Montana Nursing Home Association, (6) the Mon- 
tana Association of County Commissioners, (7) the Montana Nurses 
Association, and (8) the Montana Optometry Association shall be re- 
quested to recommend not less than one (1) member for appointment to such 
council in order that there be adequate representation of interested profes- 
sional and official groups. As vacancies occur, the organization recom- 
mending the individual whose position is expiring wll be requested to sub- 
mit a recommendation for filling the position. The ninth member of such 
additional members as the Governor may elect to appoint as representative 
of consumer interests. The following shall serve ex officio as members of 
the council: (a) executive director of the state board of health, (b) the 
administrator of the state department of public welfare, as chairman. Mem- 
bers shall be reimbursed for travel and actual expenses while in perform- 
ene of their duties, not to exceed that allowed to non-elective state offi- 
cials.”’;

The length of terms 
shall be determined by lot. All succeeding terms shall be for three (8) 
years. Unless excused for a good cause, a director who misses three (3) 
consecutive regular meetings has vacated his position. All directors, 
whether appointed or elected, may succeed themselves. 


(3) A nominating petition for a director shall: 


(a) show the name of the person nominated and certify that the 
person is a qualified elector of the conservancy district; 


(b) be signed by not less than twenty-five (25) or ten percent

Every person of the age of [twenty-one eighteen ]nineteen 
years or over, possessing the following qualifications, shall be entitled to 
vote at all general elections and for all officers that now are, or hereafter 
may be, elected by the people, and, except as hereinafter provided, upon 
all questions which may be submitted to the vote of the people or electors: 
First, he shall be a citizen of the United States; second, he shall have 
resided in this state one (1) year immediately preceding the election at 
which he offers to vote, and in the town, county or precinct such time as 
may be prescribed by law. If the question submitted concerns the creation 
of any levy, debt or liability the person, in addition to possessing the quali- 
fications above mentioned, must also be a taxpayer whose name appears 
upon the last preceding completed assessment roll, in order to entitle him 
to vote upon such question. Provided, first, that no person convicted of 
felony shall have the right to vote unless he has been pardoned or restored 
to citizenship by the governor: provided, second, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to deprive any person of the right to vote who 
has such right at the time of the adoption of this constitution; provided, 
that after the expiration of five (5) years from the time of the adoption 
of this constitution, no person except citizens of the United States shall 
have the right to vote.”

or sister residing within the United States, who would be entitled to com- 
pensation in case of his death, fifty-five per centum (55%) of the weekly 
wages received at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensa- 
tion of [thirty-eight dollars ($38.00) ] forty-one dollars ($41.00) per week; 
where the injured employee has a wife and one (1) child, or two (2) chil- 
dren, or a father and mother, or two (2) or more brothers and/or sisters

In any case in which there shall be a loss, or loss of use, of more than 
one member as set forth in this section, not amounting to permanent total 
disability, the award of indemnity benefits shall be for the loss, or loss 
of use thereof, which awards shall run consecutively, provided, however,

Disfigurement: The board may award proper and equitable indemnity 
benefits for serious face, head, or neck disfigurement, not to exceed twenty- 
five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) in addition to any other indemnity bene- 
fits payable under this section. 
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The loss of both hands, or both arms, or both feet, or both legs, or 
both eyes, or any two (2) thereof, in one (1) accident, in the absence of 
conclusive proof to the contrary shall constitute total disability, permanent 
in character. Provided, however, that the percentage of permanent dis- 
ability caused by any single accident or injury shall be so computed as to 
cover the permanent disability caused by that particular injury without 
reference to any previous physical ailment or defect or to any injury

If the decedent leaves no major dependents, compensation shall be 
payable to his minor dependents, if any, if residing within the United 
States at the time of the happening of the injury, as follows: where de- 
cedent leaves one (1) minor dependent, thirty per centum (30%) of the 
wages received at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compen- 
sation of thirty-five dollars ($35.00) per week; where decedent leaves two 
(2) minor dependents, thirty-five per centum (85%) of the wages received 
at the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensation of thirty- 
eight dollars ($38.00) per week; where decedent leaves three (3) or more 
minor dependents, forty per centum (40%) of the wages received at the 
time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensation of forty-six dollars 
($46.00) per week.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
URGING THE HIGHWAY COMMISSION TO BE MORE CONSIDERATE 
OF THE REQUESTS BY LOCAL GROUPS, ESPECIALLY LOCAL 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS, FOR TRAFFIC CONTROL DEVICES. 


WHEREAS, the highway commission should be properly subservient

WHEREAS, the people of Libby, especially the Libby school adminis- 
tration, have requested a traffic light for this intersection and have been

WHEREAS, the life of a child should not be endangered by the lack 
of a traffic light.

Mr. President: We, your Committee on State Administration, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 85, respectfully report as follows: 
That Senate Bill No. 85 be amended as follows: 


Amend by deleting all the material following the enacting clause and 
substituting therefor the following: 
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“Section 1. Definition of terms. As used in this act, unless the 
context clearly indicates otherwise: 


(1) Public mental health facility is any public service or group of 
services operating under the guidelines of the division of mental hygiene 
of the department of institutions offering mental health care on an in- 
patient or outpatient basis to the mentally ill. 


(2) Community comprehensive mental health center is a facility not 
necessarily encompassed within one building offering at least the following 
five (5) basic mental health services to the public: 


(a) Twenty-four (24) hour inpatient care. 

(b) Part-time hospitalization. 

(c) Outpatient service. 

(d) Emergency service. 

(e) Consultation and education in mental health. 


(3) Mental health clinic is an outpatient facility offering mental 
health care to the public. 


Section 2. Section 80-2403, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“80-2403. Functions of the division of mental hygiene. The division 
of mental hygiene of the department of institutions shall: 


(1) Take cognizance of matters affecting the mental health of the 
citizens of the state. 


(2) Initiate preventive mental hygiene activities of the state’s mental 
health program[.] , including but not limited to the implementation of 
mental health care and treatment, prevention and research as can best be 
accomplished by community centered services. Such means shall be utilized 
by the division of mental hygiene as will initiate and operate these services 
in cooperation with local agencies as established under provisions of 
Sections 4 and 5 below. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(3) Make scientific and medical research investigations relative to 
the incidence, cause, prevention and care of mental illness. 


(4) Collect and disseminate information relating to mental hygiene. 


(5) Prepare a comprehensive plan for the development of public 
mental health services in the state. Such public mental health services 
shall include, but not be limited to, community comprehensive mental 
health centers, mental hygiene clinic, traveling service units, consultative 
and educational services. 


(6) Provide by regulation for the examination of persons [received 
into the state hospital and other persons who apply for examination], who 
shall apply for examination or who shall be admitted either as in-patients 
or out-patients into the state hospital or other public mental health facility 
under the supervision and control of the division of mental hygiene, for the 
purpose of diagnosing and prescribing treatment of mental illness.

(7) [Establish and conduct clinics in cities and towns of the state for 
the diagnosis and treatment of mental illness. ] 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


[(8)] (7) Receive from agencies of the government of the United 
States and other agencies, persons or groups of persons, associations, firms 
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or corporations, grants of money, receipts from fees, gifts, supplies, ma- 
terials, and contributions, for the development of mental [hygiene] health 
services within the state[,]. [and use such monies in its operations. ]

Section 3. The department of institutions, through the division of 
mental hygiene, shall control the public mental health programs which re- 
ceive any state assistance by establishing and promulgating rules, regula- 
tions and standards for providing mental health facilities and services. 
It shall set minimum standards for programs, establish appropriate qual- 
ifications and compensation scales and personnel policies for persons em- 
ployed in such programs. All public mental health facilities and services 
shall, subject to the approval of the department of institutions, comply with 
existing federal guidelines and with requirements which will enable to 
qualify for available matching funds. 


Section 4. Clinics and community services. (1) The division of 
mental hygiene may establish and conduct community comprehensive 
mental health centers, mental health clinics and other facilities in cities, 
towns and areas of the state for the purpose of aiding in the prevention, 
diagnosis and treatment of mental illness. Such centers, clinics or other 
facilities may be provided directly by state agencies or indirectly through 
contract or cooperative arrangements with other agencies of government, 
regional or local private or public agencies, private professional persons 
or hospitals, under rules and regulations promulgated and established by 
the division of mental hygiene. 


(2) State funds specifically appropriated for regional mental health 
service programs shall not exceed fifty percent (50%) of the total ex- 
penditures of the programs. 


Section 5. Mental Health regions. (1) Mental health regions shall 
be established in the state mental health plan and shall conform to the 
mental health regions as established in the state mental health construc- 
tion plan promulgated by the state board of health under Sections 82-3314 
to 82-3318, R.C.M. 1947, and the federal community mental health centers 
act. 


(2) Upon the establishment of the mental health regions, the county 
commissioners in each of the various counties in a region shall. designate a 
person from their respective county to serve as a representative of the 
county on a regional mental health board, which board shall be established 
under guidelines adopted by the division of mental hygiene. All appoint- 
ments to said board shall be for terms of two (2) years. 


(3) The duties of any organized regional mental health board shall 
include: 


(a) Annual review and evaluation of mental health needs and services 
within said region. 


(b) Submission to the division of mental hygiene and to each of the 
participating counties within the region of plans and budget proposals to 
provide and support mental health services within the region. 


(c) Establishment of a recommended proportionate level of financial 
participation by each of the counties involved in the provision of mental 
health service within the limits of this section. 


(d) Receipt and administration of such monies and other support as 
are made available for the purposes of providing mental health services 
by the participating agencies, including grants from the United States 
government and other agencies, receipts for established fees for services 
rendered, tax monies, gifts, donations and other support. 


All funds so received by the board shall be used to carry out the 
purposes of this act.

(e) Supervision by appropriate administrative staff personnel of 
the operation of community mental health services in the region. 


(f) Keeping all records of the board and making such reports as 
may be required. 


(4) Regional mental health board members shall be reimbursed from 
funds of the board for actual and necessary expense incurred in attending 
mee anes and in the discharge of other board duties when assigned by 
the board. 


(5) The regional board of mental health may submit to the board 
of county commissioners of each of the counties within the constituted 
mental health region an annual budget, specifying each county’s recom- 
mended proportionate share, not later than June 10 in each year. If the 
Board of County Commissioners shall include in the county budget the 
county’s proportionate share of the regional board’s budget, it shall be 
designated as a participating county. Funds for each participating county’s 
proportionate share for the operation of mental health services within the 
region shall be derived from the county’s general fund; provided, however, 
if the general fund is insufficient to meet the approved budget, a levy not 
to exceed one (1) mill may be made on the taxable valuation in addition to 
all other taxes allowed by law to be levied on such property. 


(6) The regional board of mental health, with the approval of the 
division of mental hygiene, may establish a schedule of fees for mental 
health services supported by financial contributions of the region’s partici- 
pating counties, which fees shall be paid by each non-participating county 
for services rendered to the residents of such non-participating county. 
Such fees may be received by the board and used to implement the budget 
and to provide services. 


Section 6. Continuation of services. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to prevent the continuation of existing mental health services 
or facilities. 


Section 7. Availability of services. The services of the division of 
mental hygiene of the department of institutions shall be made available 
without discrimination on the basis of race, color, creed or ability to pay 
and shall comply with the provisions of title VI of the civil rights act of 
1964.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 
The following committees submitted the following reports: 


Mr. President: We, your Committee on Natural Resources, having had 
under consideration Senate Bill No. 33, respectfully report as follows: That 
Senate Bill No. 38 be amended as follows: 


Amend the original bill by omitting all that material following the 
enacting clause, and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 1. The commission, upon the application of the owner or 
owners of the leases comprising at least 80% of the surface in a delineated 
area, shall hold a hearing to consider the need for the operation as a unit, 
for pressure maintenance and/or secondary recovery purposes, of one or 
more pools or parts thereof in a field. 


“(1) Thirty (30) days prior to application, said owner or owners 
making application, shall by registered mail, at last known address, notify 
all known owners of working interests or landowners royalty, of their in- 
tent to make said application for field wide unitization. 


“Section 2. The commission shall make an order providing for the 
unit operation of a pool or pools or part thereof if it finds that: 


“(1) Such operation is reasonably necessary to increase the ultimate 
recovery of oil or gas; and 


“(2) The value of the estimated additional recovery of oil or gas 
exceeds the estimated additional cost incident to conducting such opera- 
tions; and 


“(3) The full areal extent of such pool or pools or part thereof has 
been reasonably defined and determined by drilling operations. 


“Section 8. The order shall be upon terms and conditions that are just 
and vy eben tet and shall prescribe a plan for unit operations that shall 
include: 


“(1) A description of the pool or pools or parts thereof to be so 
operated, termed the unit area, but only so much of a pool as has rea- 
sonably been defined and determined by drilling operations to be productive 
of oil and gas may be included within the unit area; 


(2) A statement of the nature and purpose of the plan and opera- 
tions contemplated, together with a copy of the proposed unit agreement 
and unit operating agreement. 


“(3) An allocation to the separately owned tracts in the unit area 
of all the oil and gas that is produced from the unit area and is saved, being 
the production that is not used in the conduct of operations on the unit 
area or not unavoidably lost. The allocation shall be in accord with the 
agreement of the interested parties. If there is no such agreement, the 
commission shall determine the relative value, from evidence introduced 
at the hearing, of the separately owned tracts in the unit area, exclusive 
of physical equipment, for development of oil and gas by unit operations, 
and the production allocated to each tract shall be the proportion that the 
relative value of each tract so determined bears to the relative value of all 
tracts in the unit area. In such value determinations; the commission shall 
weigh the economic value of gas to the producer and royalty owner thereof 
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in relation to the economic value of the oil to the producer and royalty 
owner thereof, in the ratio of the pool field price of gas to the pool field 
price of oil. 


“(4) A provision for the credits and charges to be made in the ad- 
justment among the owners in the unit area for their respective investments 
in wells, tanks, pumps, machinery, materials, and equipment contributed 
to the unit operations; 


“(5) A provision providing how the costs of unit operations, including 
overhead and capital investments, shall be determined and charged to the 
separately owned tracts and how said costs shall be paid, which must be 
agreed to not only by the limiting percentage of those who must bear the 
costs, as hereinafter provided, but, also agreed to by a majority of the 
owners in number who must bear the costs regardless of the percentage of 
the costs to be borne by each. A provision shall be included providing when 
and how the unit production allocated to an owner who does not pay the 
share of the cost of unit operations charged to such owner, or the interest 
of such owner, may be sold and the proceeds applied to the payment of such 
costs; 


“(6) A provision, if necessary, for carrying or otherwise financing 
any person who elects to be carried or otherwise financed, allowing a rea- 
sonable interest charge for such service payable out of such person’s share 
of production; 


“(7) A provision for the supervision and conduct of the unit opera- 
tions, in respect to which each person shall have a vote with a value cor- 
responding to the percentage of the costs of unit operations chargeable 
against the interest of such person; 


(8) The time when the unit operations shall commence, and the 
manner in which, the unit operations shall terminate; and 


“(9) Such additional provisions that are found to be appropriate 
for carrying on the unit operations, and for the protection of correlative 
rights. 


“Section 4. No order of the commission providing for unit operations 
shall become effective unless and until the plan for unit operations pre- 
scribed by the commission has been approved in writing by those persons 
who, under the commission’s order, will be required to pay at least eighty 
percent (80%) of the cost of the unit operation, and also by the owners of 
at least eighty percent (80%) of the production or proceeds thereof that 
will be credited to landowners’ royalty interests which are free of cost, and 
the commission has made a finding, either in the order providing for unit 
operations or in a supplimental order, that the plan for unit operations 
has been so approved; provided, however, that if one person who is obligated 
to pay costs of the unit operation owns eighty percent (80%) or more, but 
less than ane hundred percent (100%), that person and at least one (1) 
other such owner shall be required, and if one (1) person entitled to pro- 
duction or proceeds thereof that will be credited to landowners’ royalty in- 
terests which are free of costs, owns eighty percent (80%) or more, but less 
that one hundred (100%), that person and at least one (1) other such 
owner shall be required. If the plan for unit operations has not been so 
approved at the time the order providing for unit operations is made, the 
commission shall, upon application and notice, hold such supplemental hear- 
ings as may be required to determine if and when the plan for unit opera- 
tions has been so approved. If the persons owning required percentage of 
interest in the unit area do not approve the plan for unit operations within 
a period of six (6) months from the date on which the order providing for 
unit operations is made, such order shall be ineffective, and shall be re- 
voked by the commission unless for good cause shown the commission 
extends said time. 


“Section 5. An order providing for unit operations may be amended 
by an order made by the commission in the same manner and subject to 
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the same conditions as an original order providing for unit operations, pro- 
vided (a) if such an amendment affects only the rights and interests of the 
owners, the approval of the amendment by the royalty owners shall not be 
required, and (b) no such order of amendment shall change the percentage 
for the allocation of oil and gas as established for any separately owned 
tract by the original order, except with the consent of all persons owning oil 
and gas rights in such tract, or change the percentage for the allocation of 
cost as established for any separately owned tract by the original order, 
except with the consent of all owners in such tract. 


“Section 6. The commission, by an order, may provide for the unit 
operation of a pool or pools or parts thereof that embrace a unit established 
by a previous order of the commission. Such order, in providing for the allo- 
cation of unit production, shall first treat the unit area previously estab- 
lished as a single tract, and the portion of the unit production so allocated 
thereto shall then be allocated among the separately owned tracts included 
in such previously established unit area in the same proportions as those 
specified in the previous order. 


“Section 7. An order may provide for unit operations on less than 
the whole of a pool where the unit area is of such size and shape as may 
be reasonably required for that purpose, and the conduct thereof will have 
no adverse effect upon other portions of the pool. 


“Section 8. All operations, including, but not limited to, the com- 
mencement, drilling, or operation of a well upon any portion of the unit 
area shall be deemed for all purposes the conduct of such operations upon 
each separately owned tract in the unit area by the several owners thereof. 
The portion of the unit production allocated to a separately owned 
tract in a unit area shall, when produced, be deemed, for all purposes, to 
have been actually produced from such tract by a well drilled thereon. 
Operations conducted pursuant to an order of the commission providing for 
unit operations shall constitute a fulfillment of all the express or implied 
obligations of each lease or contract covering lands in the unit area to the 
extent that compliance with such obligations cannot be had because of the 
order of the commission. 


“Section 9. The portion of the unit production allocated to any tract, 
and the proceeds from the sale thereof, shall be the property and income 
of the several persons to whom, or to whose credit, the same are allocated 
or payable under the order providing for unit operations, except that the 
operator of the unit shall have a first and prior lien upon each cost pay- 
ing owner’s oil and gas rights and his share of unitized production to se- 
cure the payment of such owner’s proportionate part of developing and op- 
erating the unit area. 


“Section 10. No division order or other contract relating to the sale 
or purchase of production from a separately owned tract shall be termi- 
nated by the order providing for unit operations, but shall remain in force 
and apply to oil and gas allocated to such tract until terminated in accord- 
ance with the provision thereof. 


“Section 11. Except to the extent that the parties affected so agree, 
no order providing for unit operations shall be construed to result in a trans- 
fer of all or any part of the title of any person to the oil and gas rights 
in any tract in the unit area. All property, whether real or personal, that 
may be acquired in the conduct of unit operations hereunder shall be 
acquired for the account of the owners within the unit area, and shall be 
the property of such owners in the proportion that the expenses of unit 
operations are charged. 


“Section 12. This act shall take effect from date of its passage and 
approval.”

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Section 2. (1) There is imposed upon the privilege of transferring 
title to real estate a tax of ten (10) cents per one hundred dollars ($100) 
of the value. 


(2) The tax shall be evidenced by stamps to be attached to the deed. 


Section 8. The state board of equalization shall design and provide 
the stamps in denominations it considers to be most advantageous. Costs 
of printing the stamps shall be paid by the respective counties at the time 
they are distributed by the state board of equalization. The necessary 
stamps shall be furnished to the county treasurers, where they may be 
purchased and used to pay the transfer tax, or resold. The person using 
or affixing a stamp must cancel it by marking it in ink with the date and 
his initials. 

Section 4. The county clerk and recorder shall refuse to record any 
deed taxable under this act on which the tax stamps have not been affixed 
and cancelled. If the transfer is not subject to the tax, the deed shall 
contain a statement to that effect. The validity or effectiveness of an 
instrument as between the parties to it shall not be affected by failure 
to comply with the provisions in this act. If the deed is accepted for filing 
contrary to those provisions, the failure to comply does not destroy the 
record as notice. 


Section 5. (1) From each deed filed for record evidencing a trans- 
fer of title subject to the tax, the county clerk and recorder shall prepare 
a declaration relative to the property transferred stating therein the 
value of the property as indicated by the affixed stamps. 


(2) The form of declaration shall be prescribed by the state board of 
equalization which shall provide an adequate supply of such forms to each 
clerk and recorder in the state. 


(3) The county clerk and recorder shall transmit the declaration to 
the county assessor who shall insert from county records the most recent 
assessed value and appraised value of the transferred property thereon 
and shall transmit one (1) copy to the state board of equalization. 


Section 6. Before the sixteenth (16th) day of each month, the 
county treasurer shall send fifty percent (50%) of all moneys received 
from stamp sales from the preceding calendar month to the state treasurer 
for deposit in the general fund. The county treasurer shall deposit the 
remaining fifty percent (50%) of money received from stamp sales in 
the county general fund each time moneys are sent to the state treasurer. 


Section 7. The state board of equalization may prescribe rules it may 
consider necessary to carry out this act. 


__ Section 8. Any county clerk and recorder who wilfully records a deed 
without the proper stamps shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 9. The tax imposed by this act shall not apply to an instru- 
ment:

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Commerce and Labor, having 
had under consideration Senate Bill No. 163, respectfully report as follows: 
That Senate Bill No. 163 be amended as follows: 
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Amend the original bill by omitting all that material following the 
enacting clause and inserting in lieu thereof the following material: 


“Section 1. Every employer shall pay to each of his employees wages 
at a rate of not less than one dollar and twenty-five ($1.25) per hour 
except as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2. As used in this act wages include the reasonable cost to the 
employer of furnishing such employee with board, lodging, or other facili- 
ties, if such board, lodging, or other facilities are customarily furnished by 
such employer to his employees; provided however, that in no case shall 
such inclusion exceed an amount equal to forty percent (40%) of the total 
wage paid by such employer to such employee. 


Section 3. As used in this act wages may include tips in such amount 
as the employer may determine, provided, that such inclusion shall not 
exceed thirty percent (80%) of the regular cash wage paid for that pay 
period in which tips are received; and further provided that such inclusion 
may be allowed only if the employee is employed at work in which he cus- 
tomarily and regularly received in excess of forty dollars ($40.00) per 
month in tips. 


Section 4. For the purposes of this act a full-time farm worker hired 
at a monthly wage may be deemed to work two hundred hours per month 
provided that such farm worker is granted one (1) day off in each calen- 
dar week. In any case where a full-time farm worker hired at a monthly 
wage is required to work seven (7) days or six (6) days and any part of 
the seventh day in one (1) calendar week, such farm worker shall be paid 
at not less than the one dollar and twenty-five ($1.25) an hour for each 
hour worked on such seventh day in addition to his monthly wage. A farm 
worker is any person employed to do any service performed on a farm or 
ranch in connection with cultivating the soil, or in connection with raising 
or harvesting any argicultural or horticultural commodity, including the 
raising, shearing, feeding, caring for, training, and management of live- 
stock, bees, and poultry, and furbearing animals and wildlife and including 
persons employed to do any service performed on a bona fide guest ranch. 


Section 5. Students actually attending a recognized school on a full- 
time or part-time basis may be paid by any employer at a rate not less than 
eighty-five percent (85%) of the rate established in Section 1 if the student 
is employed not more than twenty (20) hours per week by such employer 
during the school term or on a part-time or full-time basis during school 
vacations, except that the proportion of student hours of employment to 
total hours of employment of all employees in any establishment may not 
exceed (1) such proportion for the corresponding month of the twelve (12) 
month period preceeding January 1, 1967, or (2) such proportion for the 
five (5) year average for the corresponding month using the five (5) year 
period preceeding January 1, 1967 


Section 6. Exemptions. The following classes of employees shall be 
exempted from the provisions of this act: 


(1) Students employed as integral parts of a distributive education 
program established under the auspices of an accredited educational agency. 


(2) Household workers in private homes, provided, this exemption will 
apply only to an employer who employs such workers less than sixteen (16) 
hours in any calendar week. 


(3) Immediate members of the family of the employer or persons 
dependent upon the employer for half (4%) or more of their support in the 
customary sense of being a “dependent”. 


(4) Any persons who voluntarily offer their services to a charitable 
organization on a fully or partially reimbursed basis. 


(5) Handicapped workers (a) engaged in work which is incidental to 
training or evaluation programs or (b) whose earning capacity is so 
severely impaired that they are unable to engage in competitive employment. 
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(6) Apprentices or learners may be exempted for a period not to ex- 
ceed the first three (3) months of their employment provided their employer 
normally retains such apprentices and learners as permanent employees 
after completion of a specified apprenticeship or learning period. 


Section 7. The Commissioner of the Department of Labor and In- 
dustry shall administer and enforce this act and shall have such lawful 
powers to subpoena and inspection as are reasonably required to fully im- 
plement its provisions. 


Section 8. The commissioner shall have the authority to establish 
regulations, including definitions of terms, appropriate to carry out the 
purposes of this act. He shall appoint advisory committees to recommend 
such regulations. Such committees shall be composed of two (2) employer 
representatives and two (2) employee representatives from the particular 
category of employment to be affected by the proposed regulations and on 
(1) member representing the public interest. The labor commissioner shall 
serve as non-voting chairman of such advisory committees. 


The advisory committees shall make recommendations to the commis- 
sioner who shall call a public hearing, notice of which shall be made to 
interested persons and generally circulated. After such hearing the com- 
missioner shall promulgate regulations. No regulation shall be in effect 
until this procedure has been complied with. 


Section 9. Nothing in this act shall be construed to reduce any wage 
rates or conditions arrived at through the process of collective bargaining 
and incorporated in a written agreement nor shall anything in this act be 
construed to require a maximum limitation on wage rates paid. 


Section 10. Any employer who violates any provision of this act or 
any regulation issued hereinunder, or any employer who hinders or delays 
the commissioner or his authorized representative in the performance of his 
duties in the enforcement of this act is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction therefore shall be subject to a fine of not to exceed five hundred 
dollars ($500.00) and/or imprisonment for not more than six (6) months. 


Section 11. All acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.”

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MON- 
TANA URGING THAT THE STATE BOARD OF EXAMINERS BE RE- 
SPONSIVE TO THE PUBLIC TRUST INVESTED IN THEM AND RE- 
PLACE GENERAL MEAGHER’S SABER. 


WHEREAS, the state board of examiners is composed of this state’s 
most august public officials; and 


WHEREAS, these officials have been charged by the trusting citizens 
of Montana to protect the public seal and to promote the public interest 
and welfare; and 


WHEREAS, these officials should be keenly aware of the importance 
of the tourist trade to the state; and 


WHEREAS, many millions of dollars are brought into the state 
annually from the tourists who come here to appreciate our beautiful 
scenery, enjoy our wholesome air, to hunt and fish, and relive vicariously 
the grand past which is our proud heritage; and 


WHEREAS, the tourists are repulsed, repelled and made despondent 
by the ill treatment, neglect, and inattention accorded the monument to 
one of the state’s most illustrious figures, a man who stands foremost in 
the hearts of the people of Montana, an individual who casts an epic-like 
shadow across the years to bolster the present with the strength of the past, 
the statue of General Meagher; 


WHEREAS, the statue to the memory of General Meagher has lacked 
his saber for many months; and 


WHEREAS, this loss threatens to darken the whole tourist environ- 
ment of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, this body finds and declares the such shameful manage- 
ment is distasteful to all citizens of Montana and further finds and de- 
clares that if such management is not rectified, then much revenue will 
be lost to the detriment of the public interest.

Senate Bill No. 224, introduced by Haughey, Groff: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified electors of the state of Mon- 
tana an amendment to the Montana Constitution relating to the creation 
of state debts and liabilities, and of other obligations secured by the pledge 
of special funds to be received from any source other than ad valorem 
taxes on property: amending Section II, Article XIII. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. Section II, Article XIII of the constitution of the state of 
Montana is amended to read as follows: 


“Section II. The legislative assembly shall not in any manner create 
any debt except by law which shall be irrepealable until the indebtedness 
therein provided for shall have been fully paid or discharged; such law shall 
specify the purpose to which the funds so raised shall be applied and 
provide for the levy of a tax sufficient to pay the interest on, and extinguish 
the principal of such debt within the time limited by such law for the 
payment thereof; but no debt or liability shall be created which shall singly, 
or in the aggregate with any existing debt or liability, exceed the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) except in case of war, to repel in- 
vasion or suppress insurrection, unless the law authorizing the same shall 
have been submitted to the people at a general election and shall have re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast for and against it as such election. 
However, if the legislative assembly authorizes an obligation to be created 
and to be secured by an irrevocable pledge of funds to be received from any 
source other than ad valorem taxes on property, in amounts sufficient to 
pay the interest thereon and to extinguish the principal thereof within the 
time limited by law, the law authorizing such obligation need not be so 
submitted. If the full faith and credit and taxing powers of the state are 
also pledged by such law for the payment of any obligation issued there- 
under, such law shall provide that in any subsequent year, if the special 
funds, pledged are not sufficient to pay all interest and principal due on 
the obligation in the then succeeding year, a tax shall be levied sufficient 
in amount to provide for this deficiency. A debt is then created in this 
amount whether or not, in the aggregate with any existing debt, liability 
or indebtedness, it exceeds the foregoing limitation.” 


Section 2. When this amendment is submitted to the electors of Mon- 
tana, there shall be printed on the ballot the title and Section 1 of this act 
and the following words: 


“T] For the above amendment. 


[1] Against the above amendment.”

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE 
LATE GEORGE C. GABISCH 


WHEREAS, it is with deep sorrow and sincere regret that the mem- 
bers of the Senate of the Fortieth Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana record the passing of the late and distinguished member of this 
body, George C. Gabisch on the 10th day of December, 1966, in Broad- 
water, Montana, at the age of seventy-nine years. 


WHEREAS, it is most proper and fitting that the accomplishments 
and outstanding record of the late Senator George C. Gabisch be entered 
upon the official records of the assembly, and the following facts relative to 
his career are hereby noted. 


Senator George C. Gabisch was a native of Montana, being born in 
Helena in 1877. In 1914 be moved to Townsend to become a bookkeeper for 
Townsend Hardware and Implement Company. Three years later he be- 
.came manager of the firm. In 1929, the firm merged with the T. C. Power 
Company of Helena to become Power-Townsend Company, and Senator 
Gabisch remained in charge of the Townsend operation until 1986 when 
he purchased the Townsend operation and it become known as the George 
Gabisch Company. 


Senator Gabisch was the first Ford dealer in Townsend. Later he 
held the dealership for Chevrolet until 1947. Senator Gabisch turned over the 
management of George Gabisch Company to his son in 1959, but he re- 
mained active in the business until the store was closed in 1965. 


Senator Gabisch married Anna Pearson in Helena. She died in 1930, 
leaving ten children. In 1940, he married Mrs. Charlotte Rees. 


Senator Gabisch, a Republican, served in this body during the twenty- 
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eighth and twenty-ninth sessions. During that time, his interest in business 
affairs was reflected by the committees on which he served ably and well. 
These include Banks and Banking, Mines and Mining, Counties and Towns, 
and Railroads and Transportation. 


Senator Gabisch was a member of the Broadwater County High 
School board and a charter member of the Townsend Rotary Club. He 
served for many years as secretary-treasurer of the Knights of Columbus. 


The late Senator is survived by his widow, Charlotte; six sons; Law- 
rence, Kansas City; Tom, Port Orchard, Washington; Joe, Baltimore, Mary- 
land; George, Jr., Townsend; James, Los Angeles, California; and Mike, 
Minot, North Dakota; four daughters, Mrs. Louise Pearson, Livermore, Cali- 
fornia; Mrs. Frank Ridle, Torrington, Wyoming; Mrs. R. L. Jones, West 
Covina, California; and Mrs. Arthur Tintinger, Townsend; three stepsons, 
John J. Rees, Roswell, New Mexico; Joseph R. Rees, Long Island, New York;

STEVE A. HOLT, JR.

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Senator Holt was a member of the Republican party and served in 
the Senate of the Montana Legislature during the Thirty-ninth Legislative 
session. He filed for re-election just three weeks before his death. Senator 
Holt was especially interested in legislation on education and served on 
the Governor’s Committee on Education under both Governor Nutter and 
Governor Babcock and also served on several other appointive committees 
to study state education. 


He was on the Broadus town council when the city was incorporated, 
and served on the Broadus school board. He was past president of the 
Tongue River Electric Cooperative and was serving on its board of direc- 
tors at the time of his death. He was county coroner for several years, 
and was also past master of the Broadus Masonic Lodge and a Past 
Patron of the Eastern Star. He was to have been installed Grand Master 
of the Montana Masonic Lodge the week after he died. 


Senator Holt was known for his interest in the welfare of youth and a 
special scholarship fund has been established in his memory to be given 
to youths from Broadus. 


Senator Holt is survived by his devoted wife, Ruby, whom he married 
in Billings, Montana, in 1934, and who now manages the drugstore in 
Broadus; two children, Dr. Steve Holt III, who is serving a medical 
internship in Boston, Massachusetts; and Mrs. Anna Jean Elmore of Eka- 
laka; his stepmother, Mrs. 8S.

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
HARRY A. MURPHY 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the Fortieth Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana 
record the passing of Harry A. Murphy, a distinguished former member 
of this body, on the 14th day of March, 1965 at Philipsburg, Montana, at 
the age of seventy-seven, and 


WHEREAS, it is most fitting and proper that the accomplishments 
and outstanding record of the late Senator Harry A. Murphy be entered 
upon the official records of this assembly in tribute to him, and the 
following facts relative to his career are hereby noted. 


Harry A. Murphy was born July 14, 1887 in Thayer, Kansas. As a 
young man he entered Mississippi State College, and graduated in electrical 
engineering in 1908. After graduation, he accepted employment with 
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General Electric Company in Fort Wayne, Indiana. A year later he was 
transferred to Salt Lake City, and in 1918 he came to Butte. 


In 1916, Senator Murphy moved to Philipsburg where he was manager 
of the Bowen Brothers Electrical Company. When the Montana Power 
Company acquired Bowen Brothers Electrical Company, he remained as 
manager and continued in this position until his retirement in 1952. 


Senator Murphy, a Republican, served in the legislative assembly for 
two sessions, the Thirty-fourth (1955) and the Thirty-fifth (1957), where 
he was active in affairs of cities, police benefits, automobile licensure, and 
public health and welfare generally. 


Senator Murphy was long active in the affairs of the Republican Party. 
He was a member of the State Committee for over thirty years, and 
served on the Republican National Committee. Long devoted to civic affairs, 
he served on the Philipsburg school board and was active in Red Cross 
work. 


Senator Murphy belonged to the International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, the Elks, National Society of Professional Engineers, the Mon- 
tana Society of Engineers, the Montana Stockgrowers Association, and the 
Montana Farm Bureau. 


Senator Murphy is survived by his widow, Sue, Philipsburg; a daugh- 
ter, Helen, Helena; and a son, Robert, of Provo, Utah.

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
LLOYD I. WALLACE 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere regret that the members of the Fortieth 
Legislative Assembly of the state of Montana record the passing of former 
Senator Lloyd I. Wallace on Thursday, July 21, 1966, and 


WHEREAS, it is most proper and fitting that the accomplishments 
and record of the late Senator Lloyd I. Wallace be entered upon the 
records of this assembly, and the following facts relative to his career 
are hereby noted. 


Lloyd I. Wallace was born May 15, 1893 at Princeton, Minnesota. He 
graduated from high school at Princeton, Minnesota in 1911 and from the 
St. Paul College of Law at St. Paul, Minnesota in 1914. In 1915 he came 
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to Ronan, Montana, and was admitted to the practice of law by the Su- 
preme Court of Montana on September 20, 1915. 


At Ronan in 1917 Senator Wallace married Hazel M. Rathbone, who 
preceded him in death in 1955. To this marriage were born two daughters, 
Carol Wallace, who preceded him in death, and Betty Walsh of Livingston, 
Montana. 


During World War I Senator Wallace left Ronan for military service, 
later returned to Ronan, and then moved to Missoula, Montana where he 
served as deputy county attorney and as a state representative for Mis- 
soula County in 1921. 


In 1924 he moved from Missoula to practice law in the new county 
of Lake at the county seat of Polson. He was city attorney at Polson 
for many years and resided there until his death. 


Senator Wallace was a member of the Republican party and served 
in the Montana Senate as a senator from Lake County in 1945, 1947, 1953 
and 1955. Governor J. Hugo Aronson appointed him chairman of the 
Montana Section of the Columbia River Compact Commission, which post 
he resigned in 1957 because of ill health. 


Senator Wallace is survived by his widow, Margaret Healy Wallace, 
whom he married on March 29, 1960, two stepchildren, four brothers, and 
one sister. 


Senator Wallace was active in many civic and social organizations. 
He was affiliated with the Kiwanis Club, the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, The Woodmen of the 
World, Lodge 78, A. F. and A.M.; Polson Chapter 24 Royal Arch Masons 
and Algeria Temple of, A.A.O.N.M.S. 


In 1965 the Montana Bar Association presented Senator Wallace 
with his fifty-year pin as a member of the association. Senator Wallace 
was considered one of Montana’s more brilliant and prominent lawyers. 


Senator Wallace’s many years as a public official gave him a keen 
and broad insight into the people and their problems, and he was always 
ready and willing to give of his abundant knowledge and time.

SENATE MEMORIAL RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
TOM STOUT 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of

the Senate of the Fortieth Legislative Assembly record the passing of 
Tom Stout, a distinguished former member of this body and prominent 
citizen of Montana, on the 26th day of December, 1965, at the age of 
eighty-six years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator Tom Stout be placed on record in 
this Assembly and the following facts about his career are hereby noted. 


Senator Tom Stout was born May 20, 1879 in New London, Missouri, 
to Mr. and Mrs. Jacob E. Stout. After attending Warransburg State Normal 
School and the University of Missouri at Columbia, he served as principal 
of the New London High School. Senator Stout also studied law and 
was admitted to the Missouri Bar in 1901 and to the Montana Bar in 1913. 
Senator Stout decided that he did not want to make teaching a career and 
purchased a tourist ticket to Billings, Montana. He arrived on Easter 
Sunday in 1902 and was employed by Colonel Morris of the Billings Times 
as a solicitor of subscriptions and reported. Later that year, Senator 
Stout traveled by stage to Lewistown to become a reporter for Mr. John 
M. Vrooman who owned the Fergus County Argus. For more than half a 
century, Senator Stout pursued a journalistic career as employee, editor, 
and publisher of a newspaper. In 1904, Senator Stout and Mr. Harry 
Kelly founded the Lewistown Democrat News which became a daily news- 
paper in 1913 and later acquired the Argus and the Daily News. The only 
extended period when he was not associated with a Montana newspaper 
was when he served two terms as Congressman from Montana in Washing- 
ton, D. C. He was sworn in standing between the late Speaker of the 
House, Honorable Sam Rayburn and former Vice-President John Nance 
Garner. 


The late Senator Stout was an avid sportsman. He played on the 
baseball team as catcher in college, and was a semi-professional baseball 
player, playing in Billings during his first year in Montana. He also worked 
out with his college football team and later assisted the Fergus County 
High School team in its workouts and by some coaching. He became 
an accomplished horseman while riding to the gold camp at Maiden and 
on to Gilt Edge and Kendall for news of these early day communities. 
To obtain information on accidents, shootings, robberies, and other news, 
Senator Stout often accompanied Dr. Fred Attix on emergency calls. 


In 1904, Senator Stout married Miss Lelah Wunderlin who preceded 
him in death. On August 12, 1936, he married Miss Sibyl Sherlock. Miss 
Sherlock is the daughter of the late Honorable Henry Lloyd Sherlock, 
former Senator from Jefferson County who served in this Assembly from 
1902 to 1906. Mr. Sherlock was active in political affairs and served 
as Sheriff of Jefferson County, Sheriff of Broadwater County, Assistant 
State Forester, and was employed by the State Land Board. Mrs. Sherlock 
was one of the original group of women who secured the voting franchise 
for women in Montana, served as state chairman of the Montana Division 
of Women’s Committee for the Council of National Defense, and was the 
first president of the Helena American Legion Auxiliary. Mrs. Sherlock 
was appointed by Governor Erickson as Assistant Land Commissioner in 
1925, the first women appointed to that office. In 19387, Governor Ayers 
appointed Mrs. Sherlock Commissioner of State Lands and Investments, an 
office she held until 1941. 


Senator Stout is survived by his widow; his son Mr. Coleman Stout 
of Sandoval, New Mexico; his daughters Mrs. Maxine Vincent of Boston, 
Massachusetts, Mrs. Leon Shloss of Alexandria, Virginia, Mrs. Edward Rech 
of Greybull, Wyoming, and Mrs. Lawrence Knopp of Seattle, Washington. 
ee grandchildren and three great-grandchildren also survive the former 

enator. 


Senator Stout was especially well known throughout Montana for the 
excellent editorials he wrote in Lewistown and for the Billings Gazette 
during the years 1947-1960 after selling the Lewistown Democrat News in 
1946 after moving to Billings. He was also the author of a multi-volume

work “History of Montana” which is recognized as an outstanding reference 
work and was considered standard equipment for newspaper offices in 
the state. 


The late Tom Stout served as Senator from Fergus County to the 
Montana Legislative Assembly in 1911 and 1918, as Representative from 
Fergus County in 1948, 1945 and 1947, and as United States Congressman 
from Montana to the 63rd Congress 1913-1915 and the 64th Congress 1915- 
1917. 


Former Senator Stout also served as a member of the Montana Rail- 
road and Public Service Commission, was a delegate to all Democratic 
state conventions from 1904 to 1946. 


He was one of the thirteen charter members of the Lewistown Rotary 
which was organized in 1916, and served as its first president. After leav- 
ing Lewistown, he remained an honorary member of the club until his 
untimely death.

House Bill No. 43, introduced by Lucas, Pierce, White, Himsl, Schye, 
Delano, Felt: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 87-1038, 
87-104, 87-106 and 87-109, R.C.M. 1947, which sections are a part of the 
unemployment compensation law; by providing for new bracketing in the 
determination of high-quarter wages in the benefit schedule and increas- 
ing minimum qualifying wages; increasing the maximum weekly benefit 
amount; reducing duration by the number of weeks equal to the number 
of weeks of disqualification; increasing the disqualification for leaving 
work without good cause attributable to the employment; increasing the 
average annual employer tax rate on total taxable payrolls from one and 
one-half percent (1.5%) to one and sixty-five hundredths percent (1.65%); 
increasing the maximum employer tax rate from two and seven-tenths per 
centum (2.7%) to three and three-tenths per centum (3.3%) by adding 
new individual tax rates of two and nine-tenths per centum (2.9%), three 
and one-tenths per centum (38.1%) and three and three-tenths per centum 
(3.3%); limiting the tax rate upon new amployers to two and seven-tenths

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_ WHEREAS, under the Montana Constitution, counties cannot exer- 
cise independent legislative power by enacting countywide zoning, build- 
ing codes, and the like, and 


WHEREAS, many problems have manifested themselves in this re- 
gard since the advent of city-county planning boards, and 


WHEREAS, the Montana Constitution was originally adopted in large 
measure from the California Constitution, and California has amended its 
SeH SU HtieD to give counties the power to enact local zoning ordinances, 
an 


WHEREAS, other states have approached and solved problems simi- 
lar to Montana’s county planning and zoning inadequancy in various ways. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Legislative Council is requested to conduct a study of the 
problems involved in the lack of county power to enforce local police, 
sanitary, zoning, countywide planning and other regulations, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council consult 
with county, city and state officials, study the conclusions reached in 
other states and consult and study any other source for advice and in- 
formation necessary in this study, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Legislative Council shall 
report its findings, conclusions and recommendations, together with any 
necessary legislation to the Forty-First Legislative Assembly, and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the Senate 
send a copy of this resolution to the Executive Director of the Legis- 
tive Council. 


The President referred the foregoing resolution to the Committee 
on Local Government.

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 15 
Introduced by Siderius, Deschamps, Graham, Flynn 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
REQUESTING THAT THE ATTORNEY GENERAL OF THE UNI- 
TED STATES INVESTIGATE PRICES PAID TO MEAT PRODUC- 
ERS, COSTS OF PROCESSING AND RETAIL PRICES TO DETER- 
MINE IF FOOD CHAIN STORES ARE ENGAGED IN PRACTICES 
WHICH RESTRAIN TRADE IN INTERSTATE COMMERCH, DE- 
STROY COMPETITION AND PERMIT UNCONSCIONABLE MARK- 

UPS IN THE PRICE OF MEAT AT THE RETAIL LEVEL IN VIO- 
LATION OF THE SHERMAN ANTI-TRUST ACT. 


WHEREAS, While prices paid to ranchers for livestock have declined, 
retail, prices charged for meat have increased; and 


WHEREAS, USDA’s Market News Summary of January 17, 1967, 
shows that the spread between wholesale and retail prices on beef has 
gone from $18.50 per one-hundred-pound carcass weight on November 6, 
1965 to $25.42 on November 12, 1966; on lamb, from $20.68 to $26.98; and 
on pork, from $15.72 to $20.59; and 


WHEREAS, One reliable independent survey indicates chain stores 
are now realizing gross profits in excess of $40 per carcass; and 


WHEREAS, Studies made in independent surveys conducted by men 
of experience in the production, finishing, processing, distribution, and 
marketing of beef, suggest that chains may be making excessive profits 
from the sale of meats at retail while others in the meat business, including 
ranchers, farmers, feeders and packers, are suffering from depressed prices 
for their production in the face of increased costs of doing business; and 


WHEREAS, the number of independent retail outlets for meat had 
decreased drastically, so that chain stores are now marketing in excess of 
eighty percent (80%) of the meat sold at retail level; and 


WHEREAS, prices charged by chain stores for meat are substantially 
the same in all such chain stores; and 


WHEREAS, the similarity of pricing and substantial monopoly of the 
retail sale of meat seems to result in excessive profits to chain stores in 
the sale of meats at retail; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: That the Attorney General 
of the United States is hereby requested to conduct a study of the market- 
ing of meat by chain food stores to determine whether or not there is 
collusion among the chain food stores in fixing prices, in establishing 
excessive markups in the retail prices of meat, in establishing a monopoly 
in the retail sale of meat, and of other practices which restrain trade in 
violation of the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED: That copies of this Memorial be for- 
warded to the Attorney General of the United States, to the President of 
the Senate and Speaker of the House of Representatives, and each of the 
pecs and Members of the House of Representatives of Montana in 

ongress.

Amend the original bill by striking out all that material following the 
enacting clause, and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1. As used in this act, unless the context clearly indicated 
BERETBHRG (1) “Transfer” means a conveyance by deed of fee title to real 
estate. 
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(2) “Real Estate” included: 
(a) land, other than mineral or royalty interests severed therefrom, 
(b) growing timber, 


(c) buildings, structures, fixtures, fences, and improvements affixed 
to land. 


“Value” means the amount of the full, actual, monetary consider- 
ation for the fee titled conveyed, including the amount of any liens assumed. 


Section 2. (1) There is imposed upon the privilege of transferring 
title to real estate a tax of ten (10) cents per one hundred dollars ($100) 
of the value. 


(2) The tax shall be evidenced by stamps to be attached to the deed 
or delivered to the county clerk and recorder. 


Section 8. The state board of equalization shall design and provide 
the stamps in denominations it considers to be most advantageous. Costs of 
printing the stamps shall be paid by the respective counties at the time 
they are distributed by the state board of equalization. The necessary 
stamps shall be furnished to the county treasurers, where they may be 
purchased and used to pay the transfer tax, or resold. The person using or 
affixing a stamp must cancel it by marking it in ink with the date and 
his initials. 

Section 4. The county clerk and recorder shall refuse to record any 
deed taxable under this act until the tax stamps have been cancelled and 
either affixed to the deed or, at the option of the person filing the deed, 
delivered to the clerk and recorder. If the transfer is not subject to the 
tax, the deed shall contain a statement to that effect. The validity or 
effectiveness of an instrument as between the parties to it shall not be 
affected by failure to comply with the provisions in this act. If the deed 
is accepted for filing contrary to those provisions, the failure to comply 
does not destroy the record as notice. 


Section 5. (1) From the stamps affixed to or delivered with each 
deed filed for record evidencing a transfer of title subject to the tax, the 
county clerk and recorder shall prepare a declaration relative to the pro- 
perty transferred stating therein the value of the property as indicated by 
the stamps. The county clerk and recorder shall affix to the declaration 
any stamps delivered with but not affixed to the related deed. 


(2) The form of declaration shall be prescribed by the state board 
of equalization which shall provide an adequate supply of such forms to 
each clerk and recorder in the state. 


(3) The county clerk and recorder shall transmit the declaration to 
the county assessor who shall insert from county records the most recent 
assessed value and appraised value of the transferred property thereon 
and shall transmit one (1) copy to the state board of equalization. 


Section 6. Before the sixteenth day of each month, the county treas- 
urer shall send fifty percent (50%) of all moneys received from stamp 
sales from the preceding calendar month to the state treasurer for deposit 
in the general fund. The county treasurer shall deposit the remaining fifty 
percent (50%) of money received from stamp sales in the county general 
fund each time moneys are sent to the state treasurer. 


Section 7. The state board of equalization may prescribe rules it may 
consider necessary to carry out this act. 


Section 8. Any county clerk and recorder who wilfully records a deed 
without requiring the proper stamps to be affixed or delivered shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Section 9. The tax imposed by this act shall not apply to an in- 
strument: 
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(1) recorded prior to the effective date of this act; 


(2) given to secure a debt, or given to release property which is 
security for another debt; 


(3) in which the United States, the state of Montana, a city, county 
or school district, or any officer or agency thereof is grantor or grantee; 


(4) which (without added consideration) confirms, corrects, modifies 
or supplements a previously recorded instrument; 


(5) of partition; 


(6) pursuant to mergers, consolidations or reorganizations of cor- 
porations, partnerships, or other business entities; 


(7) by a subsidiary corporation or its parent corporation without 
actual consideration or in sole consideration of the cancellation or surrender 
of subsidiary stock; 


(8) transferring only mineral and royalty interests; 


(9) to a corporation or association organized and operated exclusively 
for religious, charitable, scientific, literary or educational purposes, no 
part of the net earnings of which corporation or association inures to the 
benefit of any shareholder, officer or other person or persons. 


Section 10. The declaration required by Section 5, and the informa- 
tion therein, shall not be a public record, shall be held confidential by the 
county clerk and recorder, county assessor, and state board of equalization, 
and shall be inadmissible in any proceeding before any agency, board, or 
court of the county, state or federal government without consent of all 
parties to such proceeding. The foregoing provisions shall not apply to 
compilations from such certificates, or to summaries, analyses, and evalua- 
tions based upon such compilations. 


Section 11. This act is effective on January 1, 1968, or immediately 
upon repeal of the federal stamp act on conveyance of real estate, which- 
ever comes later.’’;

Mr. President: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 23, respectfully report as follows: That House 
Bill No. 23 be amended as follows: 


Amend the original bill by striking out all that material following the 
enacting clause, and substituting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1. Section 82-1201, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1201. Creation of office of state fire marshal—fire prevention 
advisory commission. (1) There is an [hereby created and] office of 
state fire marshal, which is [shall be a department of and] under the 
supervision and control of the [State Auditor] commissioner of insurance. 
[ex officio. ] 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(2) The state fire marshal shall be appointed by the commissioner of 
insurance and shall serve at his pleasure. 


(3) A person appointed state fire marshal shall: 


(a) have at least ten (10) years of progressively responsible exper- 
ience in fire protection; or (b) a degree in engineering from a recognized 
institution of higher education and two (2) years experience in fire pro- 
tection; or (c) a degree from a recognized institution of higher education 
in fire protection engineering or fire protection technology. 


(4) Not later than thirty (30) days after this act becomes effective 
the commissioner of insurance shall appoint a fire prevention advisory 
commission composed of the following members: 


(a) One (1) person representing the fire insurance industry whose 
initial term shall be for one (1) year; 


~(b) One (1) person representing industry whose initial term shall be 
for one (1) year; 


(c) One (1) person representing full-time paid fire departments 
whose initial term shall be for two (2) years; 
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(d) One (1) person representing volunteer fire department whose 
initial] term shall be for two (2) years; 


(e) One (1) person representing architects of the state whose in- 
itial term shall be for three (38) years; 


(f) One (1) person representing the public whose initial term shall 
be for four (4) years; 


(g) The commissioner of insurance. 


After termination of the initial term, all members, shall be appointed 
for four (4) year terms. Appointed members of the commission shall be 
reimbursed for meetings at the rate of twenty dollars ($20) per day plus 
actual expenses including mileage, food, and lodging. The commissioner of 
insurance shall serve as chairman, and the state fire marshal shall serve 
as secretary of the commission.” 


Section 2. Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1202. Powers of the state fire marshal. [In addition to the powers 
heretofore granted,] The state fire marshal shall [have powers as per sec- 
tions following: ] 


[1. The inspection and regulation of moving picture shows and 
theatres. ]

[2. Overseeing the safety of and directing the means and adequacy 
of exit in case of fire from factories, asylums, hospitals, sanitariums, 
churches, schools, halls, gymnasiums, theaters, amphitheaters, stadiums, 
hotels and rooming houses, dormitories, apartments, clubs, motor courts, 
tourist inns, restaurants, night clubs, and all other places where large num- 
bers of persons work, sleep, live or congregate from time to time for any 
purpose. }

(1) [8. That the state fire marshal shall] Make at least one in- 
spection during every year, of each state institution, and submit a copy of 
the report to the state department of institutions with recommendations 
in regard to fire prevention, fire protection and to the public safety. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(2) Make at least one (1) inspection during every year, of each unit 
of the Montana university system, and submit a copy of the report to 
the executive secretary of the university system with recommendations in 
regard to fire prevention, fire protection and to the public safety. 


(3) [4. The state fire marshal shall have authority to] Inspect 
public, business, or industrial buildings and [to] require conformance to 
[standards of prevention and safety and of use of premises] law or rules 
[as] promulgated [by the national board of fire underwriters, or by the 
United States bureau of standards] under the provisions of this act. 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(4) [5. The state fire marshal and the commissioner of insurance 
are hereby given power to] Do all things necessary and convenient for 
carrying into effect the fire prevention laws of this state [governing this 
act] and may, [from time to time,] promulgate necessary rules for safe- 
guarding lives and property from the hazards of fire and explosion [and 
regulations for the better protection of the lives and property of the public] 
after consultation with the fire prevention advisory commission and ap- 
proval by the commissioner of insurance. No rules shall become effective 
until after a public hearing held in the manner described in Section 4 of 
this act. If fire prevention rules promulgated by the fire marshal are

violated, he may maintain an action to enjoin the use of all or a portion 
of a building or facility, or restrain a specific activity, until there is com- 
pliance with the rules.”

Section 3. There is a new section in Title 82, Chapter 12, R.C.M. 
1947, numbered 82-1202.1 which reads as follows: 


“82-1202.1. (1) Rules promulgated by the state fire marshal by 
authority of Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947, shall establish minimum stand- 
ards of fire protection requirements, including but not limited to require- 
ments for design, construction, installation, operation, storage, handling, 
maintenance or use of the following: structural requirements for various 
types of construction; building restrictions within congested districts; exit 
facilities from structures; fire alarm systems and fire extinguishing sys- 
tems; fire emergency drills; flue and chimney construction; heating de- 
vices; electrical wiring and equipment; air conditioning, ventilating and 
other duct systems; refrigeration systems; flammable liquids; oil and gas 
wells; application of flammable finishes; explosives, acetylene, liquified 
petroleum gas and similar products; calcium carbide and acetylene genera- 
tors; flammable motion picture film, combustible fibres; hazardous chemi- 
cals; rubbish, open flame devices; parking of vehicles; dust explosions; 
lightning protection; and other special fire hazards. 


(2) Standards of the National Fire Protection Association, United 
States Bureau of Standards, American Insurance Association Standards 
may be adopted in whole or in part by reference.” 


Section 4. There is a new section in Title 82, Chapter 12, R.C.M. 
1947, numbered 82-1202.2 which reads as follows: 


“82-1202.2. Notice of the time and place of public hearing required 
by Section 82-1202, R.C.M. 1947, shall be published at least five (5) times 
in at least two (2) newspapers of general circulation throughout the state. 
The last published notice shall appear not less than fifteen (15) days prior 
to the public hearing. A copy of the notice of public hearing shall be fur- 
nished by mail to any person who files his address with the fire marshal 
together with a request for such notification. Any person may appear 
before the state fire marshal and present testimony on proposed rules 
in the manner prescribed by the marshal. Following the public hearing, 
the state fire marshal may approve, approve in modified form, or disap- 
prove a proposed rule. The state fire marshal shall specify the date when 
any new rule or change in an existing rule becomes effective.” 


Section 5. Section 82-1208, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1208. Special deputy fire [marshal] marshals — acting fire 
marshal — fire marshal’s employees. (1) In an emergency, or during 
the absence or disability of the state fire marshal, the [state auditor and] 
commissioner of insurance may appoint [a special deputy] an acting fire 
marshal, who shall perform the duties of the office, or any duty which 
may be assigned to him such appointment to [be temporary and to] cease 
when the necessity therefor has been relieved. [Said special deputy shall 
be allowed and paid at the rate of five dollars ($5) per day for each day’s 
service performed in the interest of the state under said appointment dur- 
ing the period for which said appointment was authorized. His claim for 
per diem for such service, and for necessary traveling expenses incurred 
in the performance of said duties, properly attested and sworn to, shall 
be filed with the commissioner of insurance or state fire marshal, who 
shall certify to the correctness of the same, and refer said claim, so certi- 
fied, to the state board of examiners and upon their approval, as required 
by law, said claim shall be paid in the usual manner; provided, that the 
warrant issued in payment of said claim shall be charged against the 
amount appropriated for the expenses of the state fire marshal’s office; 
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and provided, further, that the state auditor and commissioner of insur- 
ance may also appoint special deputy fire marshals without renumeration. ] 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


(2) The state fire marshal may appoint special deputy state fire 
marshals throughout the state and define their duties. When performing 
these duties or attending a training course conducted by the state fire 
marshal, special deputy fire marshals may be paid at a rate not to exceed 
twenty dollars ($20) per day plus per diem allowance for expenses and 
mileage at the same rates specified for state employees. 


(3) The fire marshal may appoint assistants and clerical employees 
to perform duties as specified by the marshal to assist in carrying out the 
duties assigned him by law.” 


Section 6. Section 82-1209, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1209. Investigation of fires. [The state fire marshal, the chief 
of the fire department of each city or village in which a fire department 
is established, the mayor of each incorporated village in which no fire de- 
partment exists, and the justice of the peace of each organized township 
without the limits of a village or city, shall investigate] (1) The cause, 
origin, and circumstances of each fire [occurring in such city, village, or 
township] by which [such] property has been destroyed or damaged, [and] 
shall be [make an investigation] investigated to determine whether the 
fire was the result of carelessness or design. [The investigation shall be 
commenced within two (2) days, not including Sunday, if the fire occurred 
on that day, and] The state fire marshal may superintend and direct the 
investigation if he deems it necessary.”

(2) If the fire occurs within a municipality or organized fire district, 
the chief of the fire department shall make the investigation. If the fire 
occurs outside a municipality or organized fire district, the county sheriff 
shall make the investigation. If it appears that the fire was of suspicious 
origin, or if there was a loss of human life, the official responsible for the 
investigation shall notify the state fire marshal within twenty-four (24) 
hours, and shall file a written report of the cause with the state fire 
marshal within ten (10) days. 


(8) If it appears that the fire was of suspicious origin, if there was 
a loss of human life, or if the property loss exceeded one hundred dollars 
($100) as soon as any adjustment has been made, a person representing 
the insurance company shall notify the official responsible for investigating 
the fire of the amount of adjustment and the apparent cause and circum- 
stances of the fire. 


(4) On or before February 15 of each year, each official responsible 
for investigating fires shall file a fire loss report for the immediately pre- 
ceding calendar year with the state fire marshal. Reports shall be on forms, 
and shall contain information, prescribed by the state fire marshal.” 


Section 7. Section 82-1211, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“82-1211. Penalty for violation of law. [An officer] Any person 
[named in the last two (2) preceding sections] who [neglects] fails to 
comply with [any] the requirements of [this chapter] Section 82-1209, 
R.C.M. 1947, shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more 
than two hundred dollars ($200).”

Section 8. Section 82-1218, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


_ “82-1218. Entering buildings for purpose of examination. The state 
fire marshal, his deputies and subordinates, the chief of the fire depart-

ment is established, or the [mayor of a city or village] county sheriff 
where no fire department exists, [or the justice of the peace of a township 
in territory without the limits of a city or village,] at all reasonable hours 
may enter into all buildings and upon all premises within their jurisdiction 
for the purpose of [examination] determining whether the building or 
pee conforms to laws and rules relating to fire hazards and fire 
safety.”

Section 9. Section 69-1801, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“69-1801. Purpose of act. The purpose and intent of this act is to 
provide for the public safety in case of fire in those [buildings] occupan- 
cies specified in Section 69-1802 [open to or used by the public,] to provide 
for fire escapes, fire-fighting apparatus, fire alarms; and to provide for in- 
spection of such buildings and premises by specified officers .

(3) Educational Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons assembled for the purpose 
of learning or of receiving educational instruction; including among others,

(4) Industrial Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof for assembling, fabricating, finishing, 
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manufacturing, packaging or processing operations; including among 
others, . 


assembly plants laboratories processing plants 
creameries laundries pumping stations 
electric manufacturing plants repair garages 
substations mills smoke houses 
factories power plants work shops 

ice plants 


(5) Institutional Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons harbored or detained to 
receive medical, charitable or other care or treatment, or by persons in- 
voluntarily detained; including among others, 


asylums infirmaries penal institutions 

homes for the aged jails reformatories 

hospitals nurseries sanitariums 

houses of correction orphanages long-term care 
facilities 

day care facilities nursing homes boarding homes 


(6) Residential Occupancy means the occupancy or use of a building 
or structure or any portion thereof by persons for whom sleeping accom- 
modations are provided but who are not harbored or detained to receive 
medical, charitable or other care or treatment, or are not involuntarily de- 
tained, including among others, 


apartments dormitories motels 
club houses dwellings multifamily houses 
convents hotels lodging houses 


but not including single-family private houses.” 


Section 11. Section 69-1808, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 3 


“69-1808. Inspection by fire chiefs, county sheriff, deputy fire 
marshals — review of plans by fire marshal — permits — notice of in- 
adequate equipment — compliance — enforcement. (1) Within incorpora- 
ted municipalities an educational institutional occupancy, whether public or 
private may not be constructed or alterations made costing fifteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1,500) or more unless sketches or architectural plan, which- 
ever are available, are submitted for the construction or alteration to the 
state fire marshal and approved by him. 


(2) Outside incorporated municipalities an assembly, educational or 
institutional occupancy may not be constructed or alterations made cost- 
ing fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) or more unless a permit has been 
issued for the construction or alteration by the county commissioners. A 
fee of ten dollars ($10) shall be paid to the county treasurer for each 
permit. A copy of said permit shall be furnished to the county assessor. 
No permit shall be issued until sketches or architectural plans, whichever 
are available, are submitted for the alteration or construction of the above 
occupancies to the state fire marshal and approved by him. The fire marshal 
pee county sheriffs are responsible for enforcing the provisions of this 
subsection. 


(3) A building designed for human occupancy owned or controlled 
by the state may not be constructed unless plans for the construction have 
been submitted to the state fire marshal and approved by him. 


(4) It shall be the duty of the chief of the fire department of each 
[city or village] municipality or district where a fire department is estab- 
lished and the [mayor of the city or village] county sheriff or deputy fire 
marshals where no fire department exists [or the justice of the peace 
of a township in territory without the limits of a city or village] at least 
once each six (6) months to enter into all buildings and upon all premises 
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within his jurisdiction for the purpose of the examination of such premi- 
ses for violations of this act. Such inspection shall include but shall not 
be limited to testing fire alarms, fire extinguishers, examining fire hose 
and attachments, and other fire apparatus, and examining fire escapes 
provided for herein. Copies of such inspection shall be filed in the office of 
the state fire marshal on forms to be provided by him.

(5) When any building shall be found which required the erection 
of fire escapes, and upon which fire escapes have not been erected ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act, or if fire hoses, fire extinguishers, 
fire alarms, or other fire apparatus is found to be lacking or defective or 
not in good working condition, the person making such inspection or the 
state fire marshal shall serve a written notice upon the party or parties 
whose duty it is to erect such fire escapes, or maintain such fire appara- 
tus. Said notice shall specify the time within which said fire escapes shall 
be erected, or such defective conditions be remedied, and in no case shall 
be more than ninety (90) days; and said notice shall be deemed to have been 
served if delivered to the person to be notified, or if left with any adult per- 
son at the usual residence or place of business of the person to be notified, 
or if deposited in the post office, directed to the last known address of the 
person to be notified. In case of buildings within the term of this act, that 
are managed and controlled by a board of trustees, board of commissioners, 
or other governing body, to cause the erection of fire escapes on said 
buildings, as may be required; provided, that the occupant or lessee of any 
building who is required to erect fire escapes under the provisions of this 
act, shall be entitled to reimburse himself for the cost and expense of 
erecting said fire escapes out of the rent or lease money of said premises, 
and such reimbursement shall not be construed to be a breach of any exist- 
ing lease, contract, or any covenant thereof nor grounds for any action 
or damage ouster. 


(6) The state fire marshal shall have general charge and supervision 
of the enforcement of the provisions of this act and such officers as above 
enumerated shall act under the general charge and supervision of the state 
fire marshal. Said officer shall assist the state fire marshal in giving ef- 
fect to the terms and provisions of this act and shall be subject to his direc- 
ae and | to the rules [and regulations] adopted for the enforcement of 
this act.

Section 12. Section 69-2101, R.C.M. 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“69-2101. Doors on buildings accommodating the public to open out- 
ward.

a written notice upon the person or persons who own or have under con- 
trol such building.

Upon the failure of any of the 
parties charged with the duty of correcting such violations, in accordance 
with this act, the state fire marshal shall transmit this information to the 
attorney general of the state, who shall refer said violation to the county 
attorney of the county wherein the violation occurs for prosecution, and 
the attorney general may assist the said county attorney to a determina- 
tion of the matter. The said attorney general shall instruct the said county 
attorney to institute an action against the owner, lessee or occupant of such 
building for an injunction and abatement against the property.”

“68-901. Service retirement allowance. A member who has reached 
his sixty-fifth birthday prior to July 1, 1967 upon retirement from service 
is entitled to receive a service retirement allowance which shall consist of 
either an allowance as provided in subsections (a) through (f) of this sec- 
tion, or an allowance as provided in subsection (g) of this section at the 
option of the member: 


(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent of his accum- 
ulated contributions at the time of his retirement. 


(b) A pension, purchased by the contributions of the state, or the 
contracting city, equal to one (1) that portion of the annuity purchased by 
the accumulated normal contributions of the member, or (2) one quarter 
(14) of his average final compensation provided his total state service is at 
least thirty-five (35) years, otherwise, a pension which shall be one: one- 
hundred fortieth (1/140) of his average final compensation multiplied by 
the number of years of state service; whichever is greater. 


(c) An additional pension, purchased by the contributions of the 
state, for members other than persons who are employees of the university 
at the time of becoming members, and members employed by a contracting 
city. Such additional pension shall be equal to one-seventieth (1/70) of 
the member’s final compensation, multiplied by the number of years of 
prior service, except that if a member retires before attaining the age of 
sixty-five (65) years, the additional pension shall be reduced to that 
amount which the value of the pension computed as provided in this para- 
graph as deferred to age sixty-five (65) will purchase at the actual age of 
retirement. 


(d) If a member retires before attaining the age of sixty-five (65) 
years, the additional pension shall be reduced to that amount which the 
value of the pension computed as provided in this section as deferred to 
age sixty-five (65) will purchase at the actual age of retirement. 


(e) An additional pension, purchased by contributions of the state, 
for members who are also employees of the university at the time of be- 
coming members, said additional pension to accrue from the date of retire- 
ment under the system regardless of whether said retirement was prior to 
the effective date hereof. Such additional pension shall be equal to one- 
seventieth (1/70) of the average annual compensation earnable by him 
during the three (38) years preceding retirement, multiplied by the num- 
ber of years of prior service credited to him, except that if a member 
retires before attaining the age of sixty-five (65) years, the additional 
pension shall be reduced to that amount which the value of the pension 
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computed as provided in this paragraph as deferred to age sixty-five (65), 
will purchase at the actual age of retirement. If, however, a member who 
is employed by the university at the time of becoming a member, shall not 
have rendered state service before January 1, 1946, his additional pension 
shall be based upon one-seventieth (1/70) of the average annual compen- 
sation earnable by him during the first year of the state service, or such 
portion thereof as he may have served before January 1, 1946, multiplied 
by the number of years of prior service credited to him. 


(f) An additional pension on account of prior service, purchased by 
the contributions of the contracting city for members who are also em- 
ployees of a contracting city as may be provided for under the contract 
between the board and the contracting city. 


(¢g) A member who reaches his sixty-fifth birthday on or after July 
1, 1967 upon retirement from service is entitled to receive a service retire- 
ment allowance which shall consist of: 


(i) A retirement allowance which shall be equal, at age sixty-five 
(65) to one-seventieth (1/70) of his final compensation, multiplied by the 
number of years of service. 


(ii) A member retiring prior to the age of sixty-five (65) shall be

SENATE RESOLUTION ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
MARY STUART ABBOTT 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the state of Montana of the Fortieth Legislative Assembly 
record with honor the death of Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott, a beloved citizen 
of this state, on the fifth day of February, 1967, at ninety-seven years of 
age at Lewistown, Montana, and 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the life of Mrs. Mary Stuart 
Abbott, which spans a substantial portion of the history of Montana, 
should be noted in the official records of this assembly and the following 
facts relative to this gracious lady are hereby noted: 


Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott was born the second day of February, 1870, 
in Deer Lodge, Montana Territory, the daughter of Arbonnie and Granville 
Stuart. Her mother was a full-blood Shoshone Indian Princess. Her father 
was a noted pioneer in Montana being credited with one of the earliest gold 
discoveries in Montana. He became a noted stockman, was a founding mem- 
ber of the Montana Stockgrowers’ Association, and in 1891, was appointed 
first State Land Agent. Later he served as United States Ambassador to 
Uruguay and Paraguay under President Theodore Roosevelt. He also served 
as the first secretary of the Montana Historical Society. Of her father, it 
is said that perhaps no one in the state more fully enjoyed the confidence 
and respect of his fellow men. 


Mrs. Mary Stuart was proud of her Scot ancestry, and she was 
equally proud of her Indian ancestry. It seems fair to characterize this 
grand lady as the product of the westward migration and a true daughter 
of Montana. 


It must be kept in mind that among the forces that shaped this woman 
was the fact that her father maintained a teacher at their famous D-H-S 
ranch for his children, the children of cowboys, and those of nearby settlers. 
In their home was a library of more than 3,000 volumes plus the leading 
periodicals of the day. 


During the winter of 1884-85, Mary Stuart met E. C. Abbott, better 
known in Montana history as “Teddy Blue” Abbott, and this started one of 
the great love tales in western history. Just as Granville Stuart is refer- 
red to as the father of Montana, “Teddy Blue” Abbott was called the living 
history of the cattle trail and of the open range. Their courtship lasted 
almost five years, and it was marked by humor and tragedy, but through- 
out with love. In later years, “Teddy Blue” Abbott said, ‘In 1889 a good 
woman got her rope on me, and I stood hitched ever since. In his book, “We 
Pointed Them North,” “Teddy Blue” Abbott relaties that Mary Stuart said 
she would not marry him until he reformed. 


“So I quit drinking, threw away my chewing tobacco, quit what little 
gambling I’d ever done and started to save money. It was ten years and 
three days before I ever took another drink. And then it was some rock and 
rye for a sore throat. I take a little now. But it shows you what a good 
woman will do for a man. I look back at it and laugh. I was so damned in 
love with her that instead of a D-H-S on a cow, I’d see Mary.” 


To E. C. Abbott and Mary Stuart were born nine children, six of whom 
survive. They are Mrs. William (Kate) Swanson, Gilt Sidge; Mrs. Eldon 
(Elsie) Craig, Lewistown; Mrs. Albert (Mary) Matejcek, Lewistown; 
Granville S. Abbott, Gilt Edge; James J. Abbott, Lewistown; and Ted B. 
Abbott, Lewistown. Also surviving are 14 grandchildren, 46 great-grand- 
children, 29 great-great-grandchildren, and one nephew. 
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Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott was a link with the past, but she never re- 
garded herself as being out of touch. She admitted she loved the old ways, 
but that the modern changes were wonderful. She felt that the modern 
life was too easy and we pamper ourselves. When asked for her formula 
for her good health she said, “Plenty of good coarse food, plenty of beef, 
and very little salt.”’ In 1962, Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott was runner-up in 
the Montana Mother of the Year contest. In the fall of 1966, she was elected 
to the Western Heritage Center of the Cowboy Hall of Fame, Oklahoma 
City, Oklahoma. Senator Mike Mansfield speaking of Mrs. Abbott’s nomi- 
nation said, “This is one of the greatest honors that can be bestowed on 
an individual, and to have two members of the same family in the Hall of 
Fame is truly remarkable.” 


Everyone who knew Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott spoke of her personal 
warmth and great charm. They also spoke of her great interest in the 
affairs of Montana, how she loved to note the changes that had transpired, 
and to relate how her father met the challenges of his time, how “Teddy 
Blue” Abbott met the challenges of his day, and how people still must 
meet the challenges in their everyday life. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That we express hereby our esteem and respect to the memory of the 
beloved Mrs. Mary Stuart Abbott, and extend to the members of her 
family our sincere sympathy in their great and irreparable loss. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this resolution be 
entered upon the journal of the Senate of the Fortieth Legislative Assem- 
bly, and that the original and subsequent copies of this resolution, signed 
by the President of the Senate, the Senator from Fergus County, and the 
Secretary of the Senate, of the Fortieth Legislative Assembly, be trans- 
mitted by the Secretary of the Senate to the survivors mentioned by name 
in this resolution, and that a copy of this resolution be filed with the 
Montana Historical Society.

A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
THANKING THE MONTANA CITIZENS COMMITTEE ON THE 
STATE LEGISLATURE, ITS CHAIRMAN, MR. CHARLES COOLEY, 
AND THE CITIZENS CONFERENCE ON STATE LEGISLATURES 
FOR THEIR EFFORTS TO IMPROVE REPRESENTATIVE DE- 
MOCRACY AND MORE PARTICULARLY THE LEGISLATIVE 
BRANCH OF STATE GOVERNMENT. 


WHEREAS, much has been said and written about the encroachment 
upon the authority of the states by the federal government; and 


WHEREAS, many knowledgeable authorities in the field of govern- 
ment have recognized that the best protection against federal encroach- 
ment upon the rights of the states is for state government to realistically 
assume its responsibilties to the citizens of the state; and 
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WHEREAS, the national Citizens Conference on State Legislatures 
was organized to focus attention on the legislative branch of state govern- 
ment and encourage public spirited persons to examine the legislative 
branch with a view toward improving its operation; and 


WHEREAS, a group of public spirited Montana citizens met in Great 
Falls in August of 1966 and organized the Montana Citizens Committee 
on the state legislature; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee was bipartisan in composition and thor- 
oughly non-partisan in its approach to the problems of the Montana Legis- 
lative Assembly; and 


WHEREAS, this group has spent many long and difficult hours with- 
out compensation studying the operation of the state legislature; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. John Anderson, Dr. Warren Peterson, and Mr. 
George Morgan of the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures traveled 
to Montana to meet with the Committee and assist them in organizing 
their study; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee has produced and distributed an excellent 
report to the Fortieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the efforts of the Committee, and particularly its chair- 
man, Mr. Charles Cooley, have brought about a greater understanding 
of the problems and difficulties which we, as state legislators, face in 
enacting legislation for the benefit of all the citizens of the state of 
Montana. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That this assembly commends the Montana Citizens Committee on the 
State Legislature for its work in seeking ways of improving the legislative 
branch of state government. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this assembly extends its grati- 
tude to all members of the Committee, and particularly its chairman, Mr. 
Charles Cooley, for the personal sacrifice these persons have made on be- 
half of good government. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this assembly is grateful for the 
assistance of Mr. John Anderson, Dr. Warren Peterson, and Mr. George 
Morgan of the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures for their assist- 
ance to the Montana Committee.

SENATE RESOLUTION NO. 26 
Introduced by McOmber, Bertsche, Anderson, Dzivi. 


A RESOLUTION OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
TO THE CONGRESS OF THE UNITED STATES AND THE MON- 
TANA CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION ENDORSING WHICH- 
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EVER MULTIPURPOSE WATER DEVELOPMENT PLAN FOR THE 
SUN RIVER THAT MAXIMIZES BENEFITS AND PROMOTES THE 
GREATEST GOOD FOR THE PEOPLE. 


WHEREAS, the water resources of those reaches of the Missouri 
River and its tributaries situated in the state of Montana may be lost 
for further use within Montana because of possible appropriation of stream- 
flows for beneficial use by downstream states; and 


WHEREAS, agriculture is the principal economic enterprise of Mon- 
tana, and the economic stability and growth of an agricultural economy 
in the state is dependent upon utilization of available water resources 
for additional irrigation development and for needed supplemental water 
service to present irrigation development; and 


WHEREAS, such irrigation development would permit greater diversi- 
fication of farm crops and more intensive use of irrigable land, would 
result in a greater number of farming opportunities and a more stable 
agriculture, and would improve the overall economy of the state as well 
as help to meet the increasing food and fiber demands of a rapidly ex- 
panding national population; and

regulatory storage on the Sun River for flood control, as well as for 
future irrigation development, recreation, fish and wildlife, and other 
conservation purposes; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Bureau of Reclamation, in cooperation 
with other federal agencies, has conducted extensive examinations and 
studies of several alternative storage sites on the Sun River to develop 
storage plans which would best accomplish such multipurpose objectives. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE 
STATE OF MONTANA: 


That, in keeping with the national policy of applying multipurpose 
concepts in the planning and construction of all water and related land 
resources developments, this body urge a plan of multipurpose water re- 
source development on the Sun River that maximizes potential benefits 
and would accomplish the greatest good for the people of Montana. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this assembly shall adopt this 
same principle of endorsement toward any proposals for multipurpose water 
and related land resources development elsewhere in the state. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of the senate is 
directed to send copies of this resolution to the Secretary of the United 
States Senate, the Chief Clerk of the United States House of Representa- 
tives, and to each member of the Montana Congressional delegation.

(3) A person does not gain or lose resident status 
by reason of his presence in any state or country while a member of the 
armed forces of the United States; provided, that a member of the armed 
forces may obtain resident status for himself, his spouse, or his children, 
after living in Montana for one year, and complying with the provisions 
of this act. (4) The establishment of a new domicile in Montana by a 
qualified person formerly domiciled in another state has occurred if he is 
physically present in Montana without a present intention to return to 
such other state or to acquire a domicile at some other place outside of 
Montana. (5) Once established a domicile has not been lost by mere 
absence unaccompanied by intention to establish a new domicile. (6) Any 
graduate of a Montana high school who shall apply for admittance to a 
unit of the Montana University system within one year after his or her 
graduation and whose parent or parents having custody of such graduate, 
has or have resided in the state of Montana in at least one of the two years 
immediately preceding such graduates graduation from a Montana high 
school, shall be presumed to be a resident student for such time as he or 
‘ she attends any unit of the University system during the regular school 
year for the next four (4) consecutive years, or until his or her parent 
or parents, having custody, have established such residence in another 
state as will classify such student as a resident student of the latter state.”;

DIRECTING THE STATE BOARD OF LAND COMMISSIONERS TO 
STUDY THE PROBLEM OF EQUALIZATION OF STATE LANDS

ITS FINDINGS TO THE FORTY-FIRST LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY. 


WHEREAS, Montana received certain lands from the federal govern- 
ment to hold in trust for the purpose of establishing and maintaining a 
free public school system; and 


WHEREAS, such lands are not uniformly located throughout the 
state; and 


WHEREAS, such state lands are exempt from taxation and reduce the 
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tax base of the counties in which they are located, thus, creating an un- 
equal tax burden between the citizens of this state. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE

That the State Board of Land Commissioners is hereby directed to 
conduct a study of the problems created by varying amounts of state land 
in different counties and to consider means whereby equalization of such 
land between all the counties of the state could be achieved. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that any plan or plans for the sale 
or relocation of state land be pursuant to the conditions and purposes of 
the federal grant.

y.

WHEREAS, .recent research and development in the coal industry 
have made significant technological discoveries in more efficient coal-fired

The term corporation includes associations, joint-stock companies, 
common-law trusts and business trusts which do business in an organized 
capacity whether created under and pursuant to state laws, agreements, 
declarations of trust. Every corporation, except as hereinafter provided, 
organized and existing under the laws of the state of Montana and en- 
gaged in business therein, shall annually pay to the state treasurer, as a 
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license fee for carrying on business in said state of Montana, such per- 
centage or percentages of total net income received by such corporation 
in the preceding fiscal year from all sources within the state of Montana 
as hereinafter set forth; and every corporation, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, organized and existing under the laws of any other state or country, 
or the United States, and engaged in business in the state of Montana, 
shall annually pay for the exclusive use and benefit of the state of Mon- 
tana a license fee for carrying on its business in the state of Montana of 
such percentage or percentages of total net income received by such cor- 
poration in the preceding fiscal year from all sources within the state of 
Montana as hereinafter set forth. 


The percentage of net income to be paid under this section shall be 
six per centum (6%) of all net income for the taxable period, provided 
however, that as to all taxable periods ending on or after February 28, 
1969, whether on a calendar or fiscal year basis, the percentage of net 
income to be paid under this act shall be four and one-half per centum 
(442%). Every corporation subject to taxation under this act shall, in any 
event, pay a minimum tax of not less than fifty dollars ($50). 


There shall not be taxed under this title any income received by any— 
(a) Labor, agricultural or horticultural organization; 


(b) Fraternal beneficiary, society, order or association operating 
under the lodge system or for the exclusive benefit of the members of 
fraternity itself operating under the lodge system, and providing for the 
payment of life, sick, accident or other benefits to the members of such 
society, order or association or their dependents; 


(c) Cemetery company owned and operated exclusively for the bene- 
fit of its members; 


(d) Corporation or association organized and operated exclusively 
for religious, charitable, scientific or educational purposes, no part of the 
net ee of which inures to the benefit of any private stockholder or 
individual; 


(e) Business league, chamber of commerce, or board of trade, not 
organized for profit, and no part of the net income of which inures to 
the benefit of any private stockholder or individual; 


(f) Civic league or organization not organized for profit, but op- 
erated exclusively for the promotion of social welfare; 


(zg) Club organized and operated exclusively for pleasure, recreation 
and other nonprofitable purposes, no part of the net income of which inures 
to the benefit of any private stockholder or members; 


(h) Farmers’ or other mutual hail, cyclone or fire insurance com- 
pany, mutual ditch or irrigation company, mutual [or co-operative tele- 
phone company,] or like organization of a purely local character, the in- 
come of which consists solely of assessments, dues and fees collected from 
members for the sole purpose of meeting its expenses; 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 


[(i) Any co-operative asociation or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of operating a rural electrification system or systems for the trans- 
mission of distribution of electrical energy on a co-operative basis; ] 


(Material in brackets denotes cancelled type.) 
(j) Corporations or associations organized for the exclusive purpose 
of holding title to property, collecting income therefrom, and turning over 


the entire amount thereof, less expenses, to an organization which itself is 
exempt from the tax imposed by this title; 


(k) In determining the license fee to be paid under this act, there 
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shall not be included any earnings derived from any public utility managed 
or operated by any subdivision of the state, or from the exercise of any 
governmental function.”; 


Amend on page 7, Section 2, line 24 of the original bill, being page 6, 
Section 2, line 66 of the printed bill, by deleting the proposed subsection 
7 in its entirety and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“7, In the case of corporations operating on a cooperative basis, which 
are subject to tax, there shall not be taken into account in determining 
gross income, patronage dividends or refunds which are deductible or ex- 
cludable from gross income, in the same taxable year, under the provisions 
of the Federal Revenue Act of 1962, as said Act now exists or as the ap- 
plicable federal law may in the future be labeled or amended.”

“84-1504. Computation of license tax—return of net income to be 
filed. 


(1) The license fee shall be computed upon the total net income of the 
corporation received within each preceding calendar year ending December 
31; provided, that any corporation subject to this license fee may designate 
the last day of any month in the year as the day of the close of its fiscal 
year, and shall be entitled to have the license fee payable by it computed 
upon the basis of the net income ascertained as herein provided for the year 
ending on the day so designated in the year preceding the date of assess- 
ment, instead of upon the basis of the net income for the calendar year 
preceding the date of assessment, and it shall give notice to the state board 
of equalization of the day it has thus designated as the close of its fiscal 
year, at any time not less than thirty (30) days prior to the time its return 
would be filed if made upon the basis of the calendar year. 


(2) Every corporation, subject to the license fee herein imposed, shall 
for each year hereafter, for the year ending on the thirty-first day of De- 
cember, or for its fiscal year selected under the provisions hereof, render a 
true and accurate return of its annual net income in the manner and form 
to be prescribed by the state board of equalization, and containing such 
facts, data and information as are appropriate and in the opinion of the 
state board of equalization necessary to determine the correctness of the net 
income returned and to carry out the provisions of this act. The return shall 
be signed by the president, vice-president, or other principal officer, and by 
the treasurer, assistant treasurer, or chief accounting officer. If the cor- 
poration is reporting on a calendar year basis the return shall be filed with 
the state board of equalization on or before the fifteenth day of May in each 
year, and if reporting on a fiscal year basis the return shall be filed with 
said board on or before the fifteenth day of the fifth month following the 
close of its fiscal year. Upon application a corporation shall be allowed an 
automatic extension of time for filing its return to the fifteenth day of the 
third month following the date prescribed for filing of its tax return. The 
application is to be made on such forms as the board of equalization shall 
prescribe. The board of equalization may grant an additional extension of 
time for the filing of a return whenever in its judgment good cause exists. 
The term “gross income” means the income from all sources within the state 
of Montana recognized in the determination of the corporation’s federal 
income tax liability; but shall include interest exempt from federal income 
tax. The term “net income” means the gross income of the corporation less 
the allowable deductions. However, the definitions of gross income and net 
income set forth in this section shall not be construed as allowing the de- 
ductions set forth in section 248 of the Federal Internal Revenue Code as 
now written, or as that section shall be labeled or amended. The term 
“fiscal year’? means an accounting period of twelve (12) months ending on 
the last day of any month other than December. 


(3) In cases where'n receivers, trustees in bankruptcy, or assimnees are 
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operating the property or business of a corporation subject to the license fee 
imposed by this act, such receiver, trustee, or assignee shall make the return 
in the same manner and form as such corporation is hereinbefore required 
to make return, and any license fee due on the basis of such returns made by 
the receiver, trustee, or’ assignee, shall be assessed and collected in the 
same manner as if assessed directly against the corporation of whose busi- 
ness or property they have custody and control, and shall be paid by such 
receiver, trustee, or assignee out of the property of the company in his 
hands, prior to the claims of creditors or stockholders. 


(4) Notwithstanding any other provisions of Chapter 15 of Title 84, 
or Chapter 5 of Title 14, R.C.M. 1947, the amount of the annual corporation 
license fee payable by a corporation operating on a cooperative basis, shall 
be computed by applying the corporate license fee rate to that part of all 
income of said corporation operating on a cooperative basis is required to 
pay federal corporation income tax in the same taxable year.”

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1. Under the direction of the Secretary of the Senate, preparation of a 
final and permanent bill status, proofreading journal, final integration of 
journal, arrangement, labeling and marking of all bills and papers belong- 
ing to the archives of the Senate, delivering of Session records and books 
to the Secretary of State, and securing proper receipts and acquittances 
therefor, in accordance with Joint Rule 3, Subsection 5 (c) and (d) of the 
Rules of the Montana Legislative Assembly, and the performance of such 
oe duties as may be necessary and proper under the direction of the 

enate. 


2. The Sergeant-at-Arms office of the Senate shall take and compile 
in quadruplicate a complete inventory of all permanent furniture and fix- 
tures belonging to the Senate, and all other fixtures, codes and Session 
Laws, and shall as respects the same proceed in accordance with Joint 
Rule 3, Subsection 8 (e) of the Rules of the Montana Legislative Assembly. 


3. That the acting Presiding Office of the Senate be allowed mileage 
incident to his services for signing of the Journal of the Senate of the For- 
tieth Extraordinary Legislative Assembly from Great Falls to Helena and 
returning, 190 miles, thirteen dollars and thirty cents ($13.30).
